Organized under the laws of Colorado territory and now on file and of record 
among the archives and records of the state of Colorado. The original act, en- 
titled **An act supplemental to an act entitled *An act to incorporate the Holli- 
day Overland Mail and Express Company,' '* was duly passed at the session of 
the legislative assembly of the territory of Colorado, and was thereafter duly ap- 
proved on the 26th day of January, 1872. 

The incorporation of the Wells, Fargo & Company in Colorado was a reor- 
ganization and consolidation of various interests : The Holliday Overland Mail and 
Express Company, the old Wells, Fargo & Company, the Overland Mail Com- 
pany, the Pioneer Stage Company, etc.

HISTORY. 



The Atchison & Eastern Bridge Company was organized June 30, 1898, under 
articles 1 and 8, chapter 42, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, and articles 2, 3, 
and 19, chapter 23, General Statutes of Kansas, 1889. 

The Chicago & Eastern Bridge Company was organized as a bridge company 
in Kansas, and the Chicago &. Eastern Bridge Company as a bridge company in 
Missouri, under the general incorporation laws of such respective states, the 
Missouri company with a capital of $20,000, and the Kansas company with a 
capital of $680,000. Immediately thereafter these corporations were consolidated 
under the provisions of article 8, chapter 42, Revised Statutes of Missouri, and 
article 19, chapter 23, Greneral Statutes of Kansas, 1889, with a capital of $700,000. 

The consolidation took effect in Kansas, June 22, 1898, by filing articles of 
consolidation with the secretary of state, and in Missouri, June 30, 1898, by issue 
of certificate of corporate consolidation by secretary of state. Consolidation was 
authorized by unanimous resolution of the directors of each constituent com- 
pany on June 18, 1898, and written assent of holders of all stock. except two 
shares. 

The Chicago & Atchison Bridge Company, Consolidated, was reorganized 
under the General Statute^ of Missouri, 1865, chapter 69, page 367, and the Gren- 
eral Statutes of Kansas, 1868, chapter 23 (Session Laws of Kansas, 1870, chapter 
3), taking the name of Atchison & Eastern Bridge Company. The reorganiza- 
tion was the result of foreclosure of mortgage. 

This company owns a line of railroad across its bridge which is used only by 
various railroad companies paying toll for privilege.

On December 1. 1903, this company acquired by purchase the capital stock of the Cane Belt 
Railroad Company, par value. $100,000. representing about 110 miles of road extending from 
Sealey, Tex., to Matagorda. Tex. 

$2,500,000 serial debenture, four-per-cent. bonds, series B. falling due February 1. 1904, were 
paid.

PULLMAN COMPANT. 

The cars are owned by the Pullman Co., which receives all the earnings and pays running 
expenses. The railway company furnishes ice-water, fuel, and oil, and pays the Pullman Co. a 
fixed mileage rate for cars operated on line of the railway company. When the revenue received 
by the Pullman Co. from the sale of seats and berths shall equal or exceed a certain amount 
per annum, then the payment of the fixed mileage rate shall cease.

All telegraph lines and appliances thereto along the line of the railway company are owned 
jointly with the Western Union Talegraph Co. Cost of repairs is borne jointly by the two 
companies. The railway company has free nse of wires for its own business, pays salaries of 
operators, furnishes office room, light, and heat, retaining as compensation for such expenses 
a percentage of receipts for commercial business.

HISTORY. 



The Chicago, Bock Island & Pacific Railway Company is a consolidated com- 
pany, and owns its property located in the states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Colorado, Oklahoma territory, and the Indian Territory, by virtue 
of its consolidation and purchases, as hereinafter stated. As a consolidated 
organization, its constituent companies are as follows: 

The Kock Island & La Salle Railroad Company, created by special charter . 
granted by the state of Illinois February 27, 1847. 

The Chicago & Rock Island Railroad Company, successor to the Rock Island 
& La Salle, by amendment to the charter of the former company, February 7, 
1851. 

On the 1st day of February, 1853, the Mississippi & Missouri Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated under the general laws of the state of Iowa, and the road 
constructed by it sold under foreclosure to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad Company, incorporated under the general laws of the state of Iowa on 
the 28th day of May, 1856. 

On the 20th day of August, 1866, the Chicago & Rock Island Railroad Com- 
pany, of Illinois, and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company, of 
Iowa, were consolidated, by virtue of the general laws of the states of Illinois and 
Iowa, the consolidated company taking the name of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

On the 4th day of January, 1860, the Platte County & Fort Des Moines Rail- 
road Company was incorporated by the legislature of Missouri, and on the 4th 
day of January, 1860, the Platte City & Fort Des Moines Railroad Company was 
organized by the statute of said state. 

On the 30th day of July, 1867, the name of the Platte City & Fort Des Moines 
Railroad Company was, by resolution of said company, changed to the Leaven- 
worth & Des Moines Railroad Company. On the 3d day of March, 1869, the 
name of the last- mentioned company was changed by the legislature of the state 
of Missouri to the Chicago & Southwestern Railway Company, and on the 12th 
day of May, 1869, there was organized under the general corporation laws of the 
state of Iowa a corporation of said state by the name of the Chicago & South- 
western Railway Company. On the 25th day of September, 1869, by virtue of 
the general laws of the states of Iowa and Missouri, the two last- mentioned com- 
panies were consolidated into a corporation known as the Chicago & South- 
western Railway company. 

A mortgage covering the property of the Chicago & Southwestern Railway 
Company in Iowa and Missouri was foreclosed subsequent to the above-mentioned 
consolidation, and at the sale under said mortgage said property was sold to the 
Iowa Southern & Missouri Northern Railway Company, a corporation organized 
under the general laws of the state of Iowa on the 27th day of August, 1876. 

On the 29th day of November, 1870, there was organized under the general 
laws of the state of Missouri a corporation known as the Atchison branch of the 
Chicago & Southwestern Railway Company, and on the 16th day of August, 1871, 
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a coDsolidatioD of the last-mentioned company was effected with the Chicago & 
Southwestern Railway Company, of the states of Iowa and Missouri. 

On the 30th day of April, 1869, there was incorporated under the general in- 
corporation laws or the state of Iowa a corporation known as Des Moines, Indian- 
ola & Missouri Railroad Company, which constructed a line of railroad from Des 
Moines, in the state of Iowa, to Indianola, in said state. 

There was organized under the general incorporation laws of the state of Iowa 
a corporation known as the Des Moines, Winterset & Southwestern Railroad 
Company, which constructed a line of road from a junction with the said Des 
Moines, Indianola & Missouri Railroad, to Winterset, in the state of Iowa, which 
two last-mentioned railroads were conveyed to the said Iowa Southern & Mis- 
fiouri Northern Railway Company. 

On the 4th day of August, 1877, there was organized under the general laws 
of the state of Iowa the Newton &. Monroe Railroad Company, which constructed 
a railroad from Newton, in the state of Iowa, to Monroe, in said state; and on 
the 11th day of June, 1878, there was organized under the same laws the Atlan- 
tic &, Audubon Railroad Company, which constructed a railroad from Atlantic, 
in the said state, to Audubon, in said state ; and on the 27th day of August, 1879, 
there was organized the Atlantic Southern Railroad Company, which constructed 
a railroad from the said town of Atlantic to Griswold, in said state; and on 
the 27th day of October, 1879, there was organized under said laws the Avoca, 
Macedonia & Southwestern Railroad Company, which constructed a railroad 
from Avoca, in said state, to Carson, in said state. 

On the 2d day of June, 1880, pursuant to the general laws of the states of 
Illinois and Iowa, articles of consolidation were entered into between the above- 
mentioned Chicago, Rock Island &, Pacific Railroad Company, the Iowa South- 
ern & Missouri Northern .Railroad Company, the Newton &. Monroe Railroad 
Company, the Atlantic Southern Railroad Company, the Avoca, Macedonia & 
Southwestern Railroad Company, and the Atlantic & Audubon Railroad Com- 
pany, whereby was created the corporation known as the Chicago, Rock Island 
i, Pacific Railway Company. 

Under the laws of the state of Missouri, there was organized a corporation 
known as the St. Joseph &, Iowa Railroad Company, these laws beginning with 
the 22d day of January, 1857, and terminating the 19th of March, 1866; and the 
railroad constructed by this company in Missouri has been conveyed to the Chi- 
cago, Rook Island &. Pacific Railway Company. 

Under the general laws of the state of Iowa, the following- named companies 
were organized on the dates named, respectively : The Avoca & Harlan Railroad 
Company, organized on the 15th day of Juncj 1878, which constructed a railroad 
from Avoca, in the state of Iowa, to Harlan, in said state; and the Guthrie &, 
Northwestern Railroad Company, organized under the same laws on the 4th day 
of October, 1879, which constructed a railroad from Menlo, in the state of Iowa, 
to Guthrie Center, in said state; which two roads have been, since their con- 
struction, purchased by the said Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. 

On the 17th day of March, 1886, there was organized under the laws of the 
fitate of Kansas a corporation known as the Chicago, Kansas &. Nebraska Rail- 
way Company, which company constructed a line of road from the Missouri 
river westward to Colorado Springs, in the state of Colorado, through the states 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and south westward through said state of Kansas into 
the Indian Territory. The road so constructed lias been foreclosed and pur- 
chased by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company. 
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On the 20th day of July, 1899, there was organized under the laws of the ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma a corporation known as the Enid & Tonka wa Railway Com- 
pany, which company constructed a line of road from North Enid, in the territory 
of Oklahoma, to Billings, in said territory. On December 22, 1899, the property 
was purchased by the Chicago, Bock Island & Pacific Railway Company, and is 
now a part of the system. 

On the 29th day of December, 1899, the Guthrie & Kingfisher Railway Com* 
pany was incorporated under the laws of the territory of Oklahoma, and con- 
structed a line of railroad from Kingfisher to Cashion, Okla. The property 
was purchased by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company Octo- 
ber 8, 1900. 

On the 14th day of July, 1899, the Gowrie & Northwestern Railway Company 
was incorporated under the laws of the state of Iowa, and constructed a line of 
railroad from Gowrie to Sibley, Iowa. The property was purchased by the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company December 31, 1900. 

On June 11, 1903, the Rock Island & Peoria Railway Company, a reorganiza- 
tion of the Peoria & Rock Island Railroad Company, made under the laws of Il- 
linois, October 9, 1877, and having a line of railroad between Rock Island and 
Peoria, 111., with several branches, was sold to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railway Company. 

On June 15, 1903, the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern Railway Com- 
pany of Iowa, incorporated under the laws of Iowa June 22, 1876, as successor 
to the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Minnesota Railroad Company, having lines of 
railroad in Iowa, Minnesota, and South Dakota, was sold to the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway Company. 

On March 9, 1901, the Enid & Anadarko Railway Company was incorporated 
under the laws of the territory of Oklahoma, and constructed a line of railroad 
from Enid to Anadarko, Okla., and from Lawton to Waurika, Okla. This road 
was sold to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company October 21, 
1903. 

The Searcy & Des Arc Railroad Company, organized under the laws of the 
state of Arkansas June 29, 1899, was sold to the Chicago, Roc^ Island & Pacific 
Railway Company March 24, 1904. 

On January 23, 1902, the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Western Railroad Company 
was incorporated under the laws of the territory of Oklahoma, with authority to 
build line in said territory. May 5, 1902, this organization was reincorporated, 
with power to build line in both the Oklahoma and Indian territories. The 
property and franchises of this corporation were sold to the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway Company March 24, 1904. 

On October 15, 1889, the South St. Paul Belt Railway Company was incorpo- 
rated under the laws of the state of Minnesota. June 11, 1903, the road, prop- 
erty and franchises of this corporation were sold to the Minneapolis & St. Paul 
Terminal Railway Company. 

May 20, 1902, the St. Paul & Minneapolis Transfer Company was incorporated* 
under the laws of the state of Minnesota, the article of incorporation being 
amended May 6, 1903, changing the name of the incorporation to the Minne- 
apolis & St. Paul Terminal Railway Company. The road, property and fran- 
chises of this corporation were sold to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway Company on March 25, 1904.

Yard track and sidings constructed 7.874 miles. 

Second main track constructed 917 mile. 

Decrease in mileage by line abandoned or line straightened : Yard track and sid- 
ings taken up 5.306 miles. 

All other important physical changes : A large number of timber trestles have been reen^ 
forced to make them safe for heavy engines, and many have been replaced by masonry culverts, 
cast-iron pipe drains, and steel spans on masonry.

Co. is not allowed to handle any traffic be- 
tween Fort Smith and Coal Creek and points intermediate. 

Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. : Contract provides for use of Kansas City Southern Rly. Co. track 
between Pittsburg, Kan., and Joplin, Mo., by Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. for the movement of its trains 
under trackage arrangements, for which the Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. pays 40 per cent, per train mile. 
Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. not allowed to do any local business between Joplin and Pittsburg or points 
intermediate. 

The Pullman Co. : The railway company pays two cents per mile for each mile made over 
its lines by sleeping-cars of the Pullman Co.— fuel for heating, oil and gas for illuminating and 
all lubricants furnished by the railway company, which company also cleans outsides of cars 
and trucks. The Pullman Co. receives all revenue from the cars. 

St. Louis & San Francisco Rly. Co. : Contract provides for use by the Kansas City Southern 
Rly. Co. of tracks from Belt Junction to Grandview, Mo., for a monthly rental of $413.55, and a 
proportion of cost of maintenance and operation of trains on joint track, on wheelage basis. 

Kansas City Southern & Gulf Terminal Co. : Contract provides for use of depot facilities at 
Shreveport, La., by the Kansas City Southern Rly. Co., in consideration of a monthly rental of 
$350. 

Missouri & Louisiana Rly. Co. : Contract provides for rental of certain coal-mine tracks at 
Bonanza, Ark., property of the K. C. S. Rly. Co., to the Mo. & La. Rly. Co., for a consideration 
of $1014.78 per annum. 

Western Union Telegraph Co. : Contract provides that railway company shal^ furnish labor, 
and telegraph company shall furnish material for maintenance ; railway company to have free 
use of wires at all times. Railway business to take precedence over commercial business, ex- 
cept upon such wires as are used exclusively by the telegraph company. Telegraph company 
receives revenue from all commercial business. 

This company does not use any telephone lines in lieu of telegraph, and has no contracts of 
this nature. All telephones are rented at regular subscribers' rates.

HISTORY. 

The Leayen worth Depot and Railroad Compaoy waa organized April 11, 1887, 
cinder the laws of the state of Kansas. 

This company is not organized for profit. Bills are rendered monthly against 
the roads using the depot, for their proportion of the expense of operating depot, 
and also an arbitrary charge — called a rental charge — to oover interest on bonds 
and for payment to einking-f und. The company is working under an agreement 
executed April 11, 1887. Some of the companies that are now using the depot 
had an agreement prior to April 11, 1887, but our records have been destroyed, 
and information as to this early agreement cannot be given. There are no divi- 
dends on stock. At the end of the year, if the board of directors finds that a 
surplus has accumulated during the year from the monthly bills, this surplus is 
returned to each road contributing to the general fund.

HISTORY. 

Organized April 7, 1870, by the coosolidation of the Union Pacific, southern 
l>ranch, chartered September 20, 1865; the Tebo & Neosho, chartered June 18, 
1870 ; the Labette & Sedalia, chartered May, 1878, and the Neosho Valley & 
fiolden, whose road was opened in 1871. The St. Louis & Santa Fe railroad, 
Holden, Mo., to Paola, Kan., chartered December 1, 1870, was purchased at a 
foreclosure sale April 29, 1872, and the Hannibal & Central Missouri, Hannibal 
to Moberly, 72.5 miles, chartered February 13, 1865, was purchased in 1873. 

The line from Junction City to the southern boundary of Elansas was opened 
June 1, 1870; from Sedalia to Parsons, March 1, 1871; from southern boundary 
of Kansas to Denison, January 1, 1873, and from Hannibal to Sedalia, September 
1, 1873. 

On December 1, 1880, the road and property of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Bailway Company, was leased to the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, but the 
lease was terminated in 1888, after the appointment of receivers for said road and 
property in June, 1888, on account of default in payment of interest. 

In 1890, the company was reorganized, without foreclosure, by unanimous 
consent of all security holders, and the old securities retired by substitution and 
exchange of the new securities described in report. 

On June 8, 1891, the receivers were discharged, and the property delivered to 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Bailway Company July 1, 1891.

The Pacific Bailroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings in 1876, in the 
fiuit of Greo. E. Ketchum et aL v. Pacific Bailroad et al., in the United States 
circuit court for the eastern district of Missouri. The purchasers of this road 
organized a corporation under the general railroad law of Missouri by articles of 
association, filed in office of the secretary of the state of Missouri, October 21, 
1876. The corporate name of this organization was Missouri Pacific Bly. Co. 
This company is one bf the constituent companies in the consolidation of August

Co. acquired, by 
lease dated March 1, 1899, the joint use of their track between Seneca, Kan., and Axtell, Kan., 
for 25 years, paying therefor an annual rental of $4000, and proportion of cost of taxes, mainte- 
nance, etc.

This company was formed by articles of agreement and consolidation between 
the Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railway Company, the Atchison, Jewell County 
& Western Railway Company, and the Central Branch Union Pacific Railway 
Company, whose charters were severally filed in the office of the secretary of 
state of the state of Kansas on the dates following, that is to say : The Atchison^ 
Colorado & Pacific Railway Company, June 1, 1898, amended January 26, 1899;. 
the Atchison, Jewell County & Western Railway Company, June 1, 1898, amended 
January 26, 1899; the Central Branch Union Pacific Railway Company, June 29». 
1898. 

The articles of agteement and consolidation were dated June 12, 1899, ap- 
proved in writing June 13, 1899, by the holders of more than two-thirds of all the 
stock held in each of the companies parties to said agreement. 

The Central Branch Railway Company is a reorganized company. The orig- 
inal corporations were as follows : 

The Atchison & Pike's Peak Railroad Company, incorporated by act of the- 
legislature of the territory of Kansas, approved February 11, 1859, and under an 
act of the legislature of the state of Kansas, passed January 1, 1867, changing 
the name of said corporation to Central Branch Union Pacific Railroad Company. 

The Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railroad Company, which was organized 
by the consolidation of the Waterville & Washington Railroad Company, the Re- 
publican Valley Railway Company, the Atchison, Republican Valley & Pacific 
Railway Company, the Atchison, Solomon Valley & Denver Railway Company, 
and the Atchison & Denver Railway Company, under and in pursuance of an act 
of the legislature of the state of Kansas, entitled **An act to provide for the con- 
solidation and extension of railroads in the state of Kansas," approved March 1, 
1870, chapter 92, Session Laws of Kansas, 1870, pages 195-197. The articles of 
consolidation creating the Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railroad Company were 
dated June 23, 1879, and the completed papers of consolidation were filed in the 
office of the secretary of state of the state of Kansas on December 22, 1879. 
The corporations which were consolidated to form the Atchison, Colorado & Pa- 
cific Railroad Company were organized under the general railroad law of the 
state of Kansas, by articles of incorporation filed in the office of the secretary of 
state of the state of Kansas on the dates below mentioned: 

The Waterville & Washington Railroad Company, April 10, 1876; the Repub- 
lican Valley Railway Company, November 3, 1876; the Atchison, Republican 
Valley & Pacific Railway Company, May 18, 1878; the Atchison, Solomon Valley 
& Denver Railway Company, August 16, 1877 ; and the Atchison & Denver Rail- 
way Company, December 27, 1878. 
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The Atchison, Jewell County & Western Railroad Company was organized 
under the general laws of the state of Kansas by articles of incorporation dated 
July 5, 1879, and filed in the office of the secretary of state of the state of Kansaa 
on July 5, 1879.

The railway company furnishes express cars 
and the express company pays fifty per cent, of its gross receipts on the railway line for the use 
of facilities, with a guaranty of $17,500 minimum per annum. 

The United States government carries the mail and pays the railway company a fixed sum 
per mile of road per annum, based on the number of pounds of mail matter carried. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rid. Co., for use of bridge crossing the Missouri river at 
St. Joseph. Mo., for which the St. Joseph & Grand Island Rly. Co. receives a fixed annual rental. 
The Rock Island company also pays one-half of the expenses of operating and maintaining the 
bridge, including taxes, less one-half of bridge tolls received from the public. 

With the Western Union Telegraph Co., for operation of telegraph line. The railway com 
pany furnishes the labor for maintenance of the line and pays one-half the cost of material and 
supplies. It also furnishes operators at its stations, and receives one-half of the telegraph re- 
ceipts from commercial business.

No. 131.— Filed January 10, 1902. 
SWITCH. 

Ross Brothers vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. , 

Ross Brothers, of Emporia, Kao., complained that the respondent com pan; * 
refused to construct and maintain a switch on its line between Emporia and Olpe. 

A copy of the complaint having been referred to the respondent company and- 
issues made up, the board met at Emporia on September 18, 1902, and proceeded • 
with a hearing of the case; the complainants appearing in person, and the re- : 
spondent by J. L. Barnes, division superintendent, and W. T. Trelevan, division 
freight agent. After the introductionrof evidence and arguments of counsel the>> 
board made the following findings airapfderT 

After due consideration of the rodofs and allegations of parties in this case, • 
the board finds that the point fi which complainants desire to have the side- 
track established is approximately five and one-half miles from Emporia, and five 
miles from Olpe, at both of which stations ample shipping facilities are 
established. 

The board further finds that at the particular point where complainants seeli 
to have said side track established the grade is such as to make the stopping of * 
trains and switching of cars inconvenient and dangerous. 

It is therefore considered by the board that, in view of the close proximity of 
the desired location of side-track to the stations of Emporia and Olpe, and the . 
fact that the point where such facilities are desired to be located is upon such » . 
grade as to make the stopping of trains and switching of cars dangerous, it would 
not be warranted in making the order prayed for by complainants herein. 




No. 140.— Filed February 8, 1902. 
STOCK WATER. 

P. I. Nilson, Trustee, vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the respondent company fails and refuses 
to furnish water at its stock-yards at Hallville station for the accommodation of 
its patrons, and asks that the board give his complaint its immediate considera- 
tion. 

: The respondent was furnished with a copy of the complaint and was re- 
quested to give all possible relief in the premises ; and upon receipt of the fol- 
lowing from complainant, the case was closed: ** Stock water has been supplied 
at Hallville."

TRAIN SERVICE. 
Trustees of Linn, Anderson and Greenwood Counties vs. Mo. Pac. Rlj. Co. 

The above petitioners ask an order of the board commanding the respondent 
company to put into operation and maintain over its line from Madison, Kan., 
to the Kansas and Missouri state line, a good and sufficient passenger-train serv- 
ice to meet the requirements and demands of the public along said line of 
railroad. 

The respondent company was furnished a copy of the complaint and requested 
to file its answer, and upon the filing of pleadings, and notice to all interested 
parties, the board met at Mound City, Kan., on October 14, 1902, and entered 
upoQ a hearing of the case; the complainants appearing in person, and by their 
attorney, John W. Poor, and the respondent being represented by its attorney, 
James W. Orr. After the introduction of evidence on the part of complainants, 
the further hearing of the case was adjourned to the office of the board, in To- 
peka, Kan. Prior to the date fixed for such adjourned hearing, the following 
communication was received from Mr. Russell Harding, general manager of the 
respondent company : ** Arrangements have been made to inaugurate the addi- 
tional train service prayed for.'* , Upon receipt of information that the service 
liad been established the case was closed.

AGENT. 

M. O. Lambert et al. V8. M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

A letter from M. O. Lambert, of Kelso, Kan., enclosed a petition signed by 
Q, L. Kahl and forty-nine other citizens of Downing, Kan., asking the board to 
require the respondent company tb^eopen its depot and place an agent at said 
station. 

The respondent was asked to furnish all needed relief to complainants with- 
out the necessity of further or formal action on the part of the board, and on 
June 27, 1903, the following was received from Mr. T. N. Sedgwick, general at- 
torney of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company: ** Referring to your 
favor of April 1, in regard to agent at Downing, beg to advise that our company 
has decided to maintain an agent at that place, although the profits of the sta- 
tion do not justify it in doing so." 



No. 153.— Filed May 5, 1902. 
DEPOT AND AGENT. 

C. W. Smith, Trustee, et al.^ V8» Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The above complainants ask the board to order the respondent company to 
establish and maintain a depot and agent at Berry ton, Kan., for the convenience 
of its patrons at that place. 

The respondent company was asked if it would grant the relief prayed for 
without the necessity of further or formal action on the part of the board. Said 
company refused to grant the prayer of complainants, and answered that it is 
maintaining a station at Tevis, one and one-fourth miles from Berry ton, and 
Ihat it would not be warranted in establishing another depot and agent in so close 
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proximitj thereto. The issues being joined, the board visited^Berryton and Tevis , 
in order that it might know of conditions existing at the respeotivejtowns; and 
thereafter, and on February 20, 1903, all interested parties haying^been*notified, 
the board met at its office, in Topeka, Kan., and entered upon the hearing of the 
controversy; the complainants appearing in person and by their attorney, John 
y. Abrams, and the respondent by its attorney, Frank Doster; whereupon oralh 
and documentary Evidence was introduced and the case taken under^advisement. 

On April 21, 1903, the board made the following findings and order: *'The 
board finds that the establishment of a depot and agent at Berryton would be a 
matter of great convenience to the people of that vicinity, and that the business 
in freight and travel at and tributary to said station would justify the establish- 
ment and maintenance of such depot and agent. It is therefore orderedfby the 
board that the respondent, the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, on or before 
November 1, 1903, erect a depot at said station of Berryton and maintain an 
agent thereat." 

The respondent company appealed the case to the district court of Shawnee 
county, where the order of the board was reversed The board then took an appeal 
to the supreme court of the state, where the case is pending for trial.

^ REBUILDING DEPOT. 

J. O. Smith, Mayor, V8, M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

J. O. Smith, as mayor of Kincaid, Kan., asks the board to require the re- 
spondent company to rebuild its depot at that place, alleging that one had been 
maintained there for years, but that the same had been burned. 

The matter was taken up with Mr. T. N. Sedgwick, general attorney for the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company, with request that he cause investi- 
gation to be made and advise the board whether or not the company will rebuild 
the depot without further action of J;he board. After considerable correspond- 
ence in this regard, the following was received from complainant: **The company 
has erected at Kincaid the most modem and convenient depot building on this 
division of their road and the most complete building of the kind in this (Ander- 
son) county. Our people are highly pleased with the liberality shown by the 
company in the erection of this depot, and feel that they are fully compensated 
for all past inconveniences."

AGENT AND OPERATOR. 

Fred Hamilton vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The above complainant asks the board to require the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company to establish an agent and operator at Damar, Kan. 

After a careful investigation of the matter, the board finds that the business 
of Damar is transacted principally in car-load shipments, during the months of 
August and September, and that these shipments are billed out by a representa- 
tive of the company at that place ; ttiat the other business transacted at that 
station is very light and is not sufficient to warrant the company in maintaining 
an agent at that place. 
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No. 172.— Filed August 23, 1902. 
DISCRIMINATION IN FURNISHING CARS. 

M. L. Bidwell vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that since the building of a small elevator at 
Mullinville, a short time ago, the agent of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway Company has refused to accept her orders for oars for grain shipment 
unless she can show by weights that she has a car-load of grain in the bin, and 
asks that the board grant her relief from such acts of discrimination. 

The matters complained of were taken up with the respondent company, and, 
after a full examination, the board found that the acts of the agent at Mullin- 
ville were based on circular letter No. 410- B, issued by the general freight agent 
of the respondent company, which is in part as follows: ** Whenever grain in 
car-load lots is tendered for shipment this company will furnish cars for it so far 
as it reasonably can, without regard to whether the grain is in wagons, bins, or 
elevators. . . . Grain which is not at or in sight near the elevator cannot be 
tendered within the meaning of these instructions.*' The board held that this 
circular letter was not within the spirit of section 22 of the railroad law, which is 
in part as follows: '*It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within 
its power to do so, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any 
and all persons who may apply therefor in good faith for transportation of any 
and all kinds of freight." 

Upon receipt of information that the respondent company had canceled said 
circular letter No. 410-B, and advising the complainant that this action on the 
part of the company removed her cause for complaint, the case was closed. 



No. 174.— Filed August 20, 1902. 
PASSENGER SERVICE. 

C. N. Page, Mayor, et al., vs. B. & M. Rid. Co. 

C. N. Page, mayor of Oberlin, Kan., filed petitions with the board from Ober- 
lin, Norcatur, and Almena, protesting against the discontinuance of the passenger- 
train on the line of the Burlington & Missouri River Railroad Company running 
from Republican City, Neb., to Oberlin, Kan., and asks that the board require 
the reestablishment thereof. 

The petitions were referred to the management of the respondent company, 
and it answered that the earning capacity of the train when running was not 
sufficient to justify the company in maintaining the service, and that the pas- 
senger business offered is fairly well accommodated by a mixed train scheduled 
to make connection with passenger- trains in both directions. 

Upon notice having been given all parties to the action, the board met at 
Oberlin, Kan., September 30, 1902, and hearing in the case was had, the peti- 
tioners appearing in person and by their attorneys, G. Webb Bertram and J. F. 
Peters, and the respondent by its attorneys, Chas. F. Manderson and James E. 
Kelly. 

After the introduction of evidence and arguments of counsel, the board found 
'*that the branch road over which complainants seek to have passenger service 
established lies within two states, to wit, the states of Kansas and Nebraska. 
Still it does not consider that this fact would preclude it from making an order 
herein for additional passenger-train service from the city of Oberlin to the north 
Kansas state line, a short distance south of Republican City, if the business 
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done on said line of road was sufficiently remunerative to said respondent com- 
pany to warrant an order for such extra service. 

*'The proof shows that this branch road was originally built by two separate 
corporations, the one organized under the laws of the state of Kansas, the other 
under the laws of the state of Nebraska, and the properties of these respective 
companies were afterwards merged into one corporation, known as the Republi- 
can Valley & Southwestern Railroad Company, which subsequently leased its 
property to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company, which com- 
pany afterwards assigned such lease to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
way Company, which lease is yet unexpired. 

Since the construction of such branch line, the same has been closely paral- 
leled for about half its length by the main line of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway, extending from Chicago, 111., to Denver, Colo., which natu- 
rally absorbed much of the traffic, both passenger and freight, of the common 
territory, which fact, taken in connection with the partial failure of crops in the 
territory contiguous to this branch line for the past two years, naturally tends 
to decrease the traffic of such road. The latter reason the board presumes and 
hopes will not be of permanent duration. 

*'In the brief and argument filed herein by the attorneys for complainants, 
the total receipts at stations on said branch line for business local to this line, 
as well as business originating on said line and destined to points outside the 
state, and business originatiog at remote points outside the state to points on 
this line, were taken as a basis for their argument that the receipts on said branch 
line were sufficiently remunerative to warrant the extra passenger- train service 
sought in this proceeding, citing the evidence of V. S. Patton, a witness for com- 
plainant at the hearing at Oberlin, who testified that he had paid as freight on 
lumber and coal shipments at Oberlin, for the period from July 1, 1901, to July 
1, 1902, $7891.64, and that these shipments, with few exceptions, originated in 
Colorado, Louisiana, Mississippi and Michigan; and Mr. Chas. Clark, a witness 
for the complainant, who testified that he had paid as freight, from July 1, 1901, 
to July 1, 1902, on lumber, at Oberlin, $6893.16, and that the most of this was 
freight on shipments from Colorado and Texas. This claim and contention is 
clearly untenable, as in such cases the initial and intermediate roads would be 
entitled to their proportionate share of such freight charges. 

** The proof in this case clearly shows that the gross earniogs for this branch 
line, from Republican City, Neb., to Oberlin, Kan., for eleven months ending 
June 30, 1902, for freight and passenger service and for mail, express, excess bag- 
gage, etc., were, approximately, $44,000, and that the operating expenses on 
such line for the same period were, approximately, $65,000, showing a loss to the 
company on account of operating this branch line of about $21,000, to which, if 
are added the amount of taxes, $11,500, paid on this line and its equipment, and 
the interest on its bonded debt, $57,000, for the same period, in all $68,500, we 
have a showing of a deficit of about $89^500 for a period of eleven months, or more 
than $97,500 per annum. During all the period covered by this calculation a train 
for exclusive passenger service was being operated on this line. 

**A dominant feature of the law is, that property of any kind cannot be taken 
without compensation, and the compelling of a railroad company to so operate 
its road as to sustain great loss would be in the nature of a confiscation. 

"A mixed freight and passenger train, such as is now being operated on this 
branch line, is, in the nature of things, unsatisfactory to the patrons of any rail- 
road, and the board would be glad if the showing of business done was sufficient 
to warrant it in making an order for an extra passenger- train, as contended for 
by complainants in this case, but the disparity is too great to justify such action, 
and the petition is therefore denied."

I ship about seventy-five per cent, of the grain from this 
point, and for the past six weeks have been unable to get a car unless it has 
been refused by my competitor.

The Atchison company was asked to see that no discrimination was practiced 
against the complainant and that all possible relief in the matter of furnishing 
cars be afforded him.

Upon receipt of information that passenger service satisfactory to 
the citizens of G«m had been afforded them, the case was closed.

Complaint was filed herein alleging that the local-freight service on the line 
of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railway between Herington and McFar- 
land had been entirely abandoned, and asking the board to requii^ the reestab- 
lishment thereof.

spondent in laying drain- pipes along its right of way surface-water is conducted 
across the right of way and onto his premises; that at the time of the construe- 
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tioD of said line the respondent company agreed to conduct such surface-water 
along its right of way off his premises and deliver same into Bear creek. He asks 
the board to grant him all possible relief in the premises. 

A copy of the complaint was furnished to the respondent company, and, after 
a full investigation of the merits thereof, the board finds that the right of way 
through complainant's premises was secured by condemnation proceedings, and 
that there was no agreement on the part of said respondent company to carry 
surface-water along its right of way and deliver same to Bear creek, as alleged 
by complainant ; that the water is now carried along its natural channel and de- 
livered onto the premises of complainant as had been done prior to the construc- 
tion of the respondent's railway.

The complainant alleges that the Chicago, Bock Island & Pacific Railway

order, and the car had as yet failed to arrive. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the respondent company, and it was re- 
quested to make every effort possible to immediately deliver the car in question.

The complainant asks the board to render him all possible 
relief in the premises.

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ioe might be improved, and the following was received from Mr. J. O. Brinker- 
hoff, general manager of respondent: '*I have taken the matter up and hope

Upon application for an order of the board requiring the respondent to erect 
and maintain a depot at Rest station, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company was requested to cause immediate investigation to be made of the 
merits of the complaint and report to the board its attitude in the premises. 

Mr. H. U. Mudge, general manager of the respondent company, reported as 
follows : *' Investigation which I started on receipt of communication from the 
board relative to depot at Rest indicates to me that we ought to afford some sort 
of facilities at that place, and I have directed the superintendent to arrange ac- 
cordingly." 

A letter from the complainant states that the company has erected the depot 
at Rest and that the same is in good condition.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

Farmers* Grain, Fuel and Live Stock Go. V8» A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant asked the board to order the respondent company to 
grant a lease to a portion of its right of way at Alden, Kan., for use as an ele- 
vator site. 

The board held that it had no authority to make an order requiring the rail- 
road company to grant a lease to a portion of its right of way for elevator 
purposes, basing its information on the advice* of the attorney-general, A. A. 
Gk>dard, which is as follows : 

''Gentlemen — I have yours of May 2, in which you make inquiry as to whether 
or not you have the power under the law to compel a railroad company to lease a 
portion of its right of way to a company or individual for the purpose of erecting^ 
a grain elevator thereon. 

''In reply thereto, I desire to say that if you possess this power it is by virtue 
of the provisions of paragraph 5967 of the General Statutes of 1901, which pro- 
vides that 'said commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads 
operated by steam within the state of Kansas, ' etc. 

"Assuming that the power granted by this statute is broad enough in its 
terms to authorize an order of this nature, the question then arises as to whether 
such an order will, if made, be valid. Questions of this kind are liable to arise 
in two classes of cases — one at stations where there are no elevators; the other 
at stations where persons or corporations are operating elevators located on the 
right of way. 

"It is the common law governing common carriers that they must carry for 
all who present freight for carriage, charging equal prices to all and furnishing 
each shipper equal facilities for loading and unloading his merchandise. Hence, 
from the standpoint of the shipper, it would seem proper that, in oases where ele- 
vator rights have been given on the right of way and further rights of that char- 
acter are necessary for the public, the railroad company should be compelled to 
grant such necessary rights to erect and operate elevators, and the legal reasen 
for allowing this to be done would be stronger at a station where elevator rights^ 
had been granted which are insufficient for the public accommodation than at & 
station where no such rights have been granted, as in the latter case there is no 
question but what all shippers are being treated alike. Of course, the needs of 
the public for an elevator are greater at stations where there is no elevator than 
as if one were being operated there ; but, as I have said; there is less of legal 
ground for compelling the granting of such right. 

"On the other hand, looking at the question from the standpoint and rights- 
of the railroad company, it will be seen that such company is the owner of the 
right of way, and to compel the company to grant to an individual or corporation 
the right to erect and maintain an elevator on its land is to compel the railroad 
company to give a leasehold interest in its property to another, and that this- 
leasehold interest is property, and the pr6perty of the railroad company, there 
can be no doubt. Neither can there be any doubt but what an order of the kind 
mentioned, if enforced, would take from the railroad company the right to use and 
control the land occupied by the elevator; and this raises the* question as to 
whether or not such an appropriation of the ground of the railroad company ie 
such a taking of property without due process of law as is forbidden by the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

"This question has been answered in the affirmative by the supreme court of 
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the IJDited States, in the case of The Miesouri Pacific Railway Company v. The 
State of Nebraska, 164 U. S. 403. The board of transportation of the state of 
Nebraska, under a statute almost identical in language with the above-quoted,, 
made an order directing the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to grant to cer- 
tain persons the right to erect an elevator on the land of the railway company at 
a station at which similar rights had been previously granted by such company, 
and the elevators erected in pursuance thereof were admittedly inadequate for 
the accommodation of the public. The railway company refusing to allow the 
elevator to be built, an action of mandamus was commenced in the supreme 
court of that state by the board of transportation against the railway company 
and a peremptory writ of mandamus was granted, from which an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court of the United States, where it was held that the 
order of the Nebraska board of transportation, requiring the railway company 
to surrender a part of its land to private persons for the purpose of building and 
maintaining their elevator upon it is a taking of the property of the company for 
the private use of such persons, and it was therefore decided that such taking- 
was not due process of law, and a violation of the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. In the decision in the case the court says : 

** *To require the railroad company to grant to the petitioners a location on its 
right of way for the erection of an elevator for the specified purpose of storing, 
from time to time, the grain of the petitioners and of nefghboring farmers, is 
to compel the railroad company, against its will, to transfer an estate in part of 
the lands which it owns and holds under its charter as its private property for 
a public use to an association of private individuals, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining a building thereon for storing grain for their own benefit, with- 
out reserving any control of the use of said land or of the building to be erected 
thereon to the railroad company for the accommodation of its own business or 
for the convenience of the public. This court, confining itself to what is neces- 
sary for the decision of the case before it, is unanimously of the opinion that the 
order in question, so far as it required the railroad corporation to surrender a 
part of its land to the petitioners for the purpose of building and maintaining 
their elevator upon it, was, in essence and in effect, a taking of private property 
of the railroad corporation for the private use of the petitioners. The takiog by 
the state of the private property of one person or corporation, without the own- 
er's consent, for the private use of another, is not due process of law, and is a 
violation of the fourteenth article of amendment of the constitution of the United 
States.' 

**I am therefore compelled to advise you that, in my opinion, you do not have 
the power to lawfully compel a railroad company to lease a portion of its right of 
way to a company or individual for the purpose of erecting a grain elevator 
thereon."

REFUSAL TO FURNISH CARS UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. 

J. H. Kinnear vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

J. H. Kinnear, of Powhattan, Kan., alleges that the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway Company refuses to furnish him cars for the shipment of wheat 
until grain is in sight on the right of way. 

The attention of the management of the respondent company was called to 
section 22 of the railroad law, which provides that railroad companies shall fur- 
nish cars to any and all persons applying therefor in good faith without discrimi- 
nation. 

On January 16 the following was received from complainant: **The railroad 
company furnished me cars to-day for my wheat; so this ends the case."

HIGHWAY CROSSING. 

J. S. Sommer, Trustee, va, U. P. Rid. Co. 

The above complainant, as trustee for Belvue township, Pottawatomie ooun^, 
enclosed a petition signed by 131 citizens of Belvue and vicinity, asking that the 
respondent company be required to open for travel public roads Nos. 1017 and 
1048, in said city. 

The board visited Belvue, and after an inspection of the premises and consul- 
tation with parties hereto, a compromise and agreement was made by and 
between the complainant and respondent company, whereby the respondent 
company agreed to construct and open up a good and sufficient highway crossing 
over its right of way and tracks at Noble avenue, as prayed for in the complaint 
herein, the same to be completed and opened up for use within thirty days there- 
after, and the complainants withdrew their application for a crossing at Mills 
avenue, as prayed for.

REMOVAL OP SWITCH. 

EJza Corfman V8, Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Elza Corfman and twenty-three others, citizens of Cherokee township, Mont- 
gomery county, Kansas, allege that the respondent company is about to remove 
from said township its side-track, located at Kings station, in violation of an 
agreement made at the time of voting construction aid to said respondent by the 
said township, and asked that the company be restrained from so doing. 

Upon investigation of the merits of the complaint, the board finds that the 
respondent company does not contemplate the removal of said switch from said 
township, but only intends to remove it from its present location to a point one 
and a half miles south, where it alleges that more of its patrons will be served 
than at its present location. 

The board thereupon wrote complainant : " We would not feel warranted in 
interfering with the removal of said switch, as contemplated by the respondent, 
so long as it is to remain in said townsliip, providing that the switch, as removed, 
would be of equal service to the patrons of the company.

DEPOT AND AGENT. 

R. D. Andrews, Trustee, V8, Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The township trustee of Fawn Cre^k township, Montgomery county, Kansas, 
and seventy citizens of the town of Jefferson and vicinity request the board to 
order the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to construct a depot and establish 
an agent at said station for the convenience of its patrons. 

The subject-matter of the complaint was taken up with the management of 
the respondent company, with the result that the following was received from 
Col. J. H. Richards, general attorney of the company: **Our company has no 
intention of abolishing the agency or telegraph office at Jefferson, but by circum- 
stances beyond its control has been prevented from restoring the normal condi- 
tions at that station. The construction of a new depot at Jefferson has been 
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aathorized, and it will be built as soon as our bridge-buildiofif departmeut can 
reach the work. When the depot building has been constructed a telegraph 
office will be reestablished." 

Upon receipt of information from complainant that the relief desired had been 
afforded, the case was closed.

UNSANITARY CONDITION OF CLOSETS. 

B. B. Beckes vs. A. T. & S. F. Bly. Co. 

The complainant alleges an unsanitary condition of the water-closets of the 
respondent company at Carbondale and Burlingame, Kan., and asks that condi- 
tions in this regard be corrected. 

The management of the respondent company was asked to make an investiga- 
tion of the matters complained of and report to the board. General Manager 
Mudge replied: ** Investigation develops that the water-closet at Carbondale 
was not in good condition, but this has been remedied. The one at Burlingame 
is and has been in good condition. These closets are unlocked a short time be- 
fore the arrival of trains that make stops and again locked after their departure. 
It would be impracticable to keep them open all of the time, because they would 
be misused by tramps and small boys in the towns."

CARS REFUSED UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. 

W. H. Watson vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

W. H. Watson, of Vermillion, Kan., alleges that the respondent company re- 
fuses to recognize orders for cars at that station unless the grain is in sight on 
the right of way. 

The board advised the respondent company that, if it had in effect an order 
requiring that grain be in sight on its right of way before orders for cars could 
be accepted by the agents, such an order was a violation of section 22 of the 
railroad law, which required railroad companies to furnish cars to any and all 
persons who apply therefor in good faith, without discrimination, and that any 
such order should' be canceled. 

In reply to the above, a letter was received from B. P. Waggoner, general 
attorney for the respondent company, in which he says that relief will be afforded 
the citizens of Vermillion, and enclosing the following telegram from Alex. G. 
Cochran, the company's general solicitor: ** You may say to the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners that our company will voluntarily cancel the order men- 
tioned, having reference to grain in sight, thus putting itself in line with other 
railroad companies." 

In compliance with the above telegram, the objectionable order was canceled 
by the publication of an order dated March 1, 1903, to all agents of the Missouri 
Pacific system, a part of which is as follows: '*No discrimination must be per- 
mitted in car distribution; all shippers must be treated alike."

The management of the company was advised of the filing of the complaint 
and asked to investigate, with a view of determining whether or not acts of dis- 
crimination were being practiced in the matter of furnishing cars to the com- 
plainant, and, if so, that the same be discontinued. 

The respondent company advised the board that relief had been afforded the 
complainant by the canceling of the order of said company to its agents requir- 
ing that grain be in sight or on its right of way before orders for cars would be 
accepted, and the issuance of a general order, a part of which is as follows : 
** No discrimination must be permitted in car distribution ; all shippers must be 
treated alike."

The above complainant alleges that he is discriminated against by the re- 
spondent company, in that his competitor has been furnished forty cars for the 
loading of grain to his four; that he has had large quantities of shelled corn and 
other grain lying on the ground for three months, for the shipment of which he 
has been unable to secure cars. 

The board having had similar complaints up with the respondent company, 
and having just brought them to a successful termination, advised the complain- 
ant that the general order of the respondent company under which said acts of 
discrimination had been permitted was canceled by the issuance of an order re-

L. N. Simon, of Coming, Kan., alleges that he has attempted to place orders 
for six or seven oars in which to ship grain ; that the agent at Corning refuses to 
accept the same until complainant has erected bins on or near the right of way 
and placed his grain therein, and asks the board for relief in the premises.

The above complainant asks that the board require the respondent company 
to give improved train service and construct stock scales at the station of Anson, 
Kan. 

After taking the matter up with the respondent company, and a full investiga- 
tion on the part of the board, the following communication was transmitted to 
complainant: ''The board feels, from all the information it has received in 
this matter, that it would not be warranted in making an order for the additional 
train service as prayed for herein ; that if the amount of stock shipments from 
the station of Anson, as shown by the statement of the respondent company, is 
substantially correct, it would not feel warranted in ordering the construction 
of stock scales at that place.

Bert Ainsworth V8, C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the respondent company discriminates 
against the town of Rydal and in favor of Scandia and Belleville in the matter 
of furnishing cars for the shipment of grain, and asks that the board require the 
respondent to grant all needed relief. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the management of the respondent com- 
pany with request for investigation and report to the board, and with the state- 
ment that while the board is fully aware of the inability of the various companies 
to furnish all cars demanded, it urges that cars be so distributed as to prevent 
any just reason for a claim of discrimination in this regard. 

On March 9 the respondent company answered that on investigation it finds 
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that during the past thirty days Soandia has received and loaded four cars of 
grain, BelleTille twelve, and Bydal twelve. 

The board wrote complainant, giving him the above information, and stated : 
"In view of the fact that Bydal had received the same number of cars as Belle- 
ville, it would seem that there has been no discrimination against that station, 
and the case is closed.'*

FAILURE TO DELIVER FREIGHT. 

C. Billingsley i)B, M. E. & T. Rly. Co. 

C. Billingsley, of Oakwood, Kan., alleges that unless he is at the train to re- 
ceive consignments of freight billed to him the same are carried on to Center- 
ville, and asks that the respondent be required to leave all freight billed to him 
at Oakwood, whether he meets the trains or not. 

After a full investigation of the matters complained of, the board finds that 
Oakwood is what is known as a prepaid station ; that charges on freight con- 
signed to all stations of this character on the line of the respondent company are 
required to be paid in advance of acceptance thereof, and delivery is only made 
to consignee in person, there being no agent at any of such stations to accept 
and care therefor; that the only relief that could be afforded in the premises 
would be to require the respondent company to maintain an agent, and that the 
establishment of an agency at Oakwood would not be warranted, on account of 
its close proximity to the station of CeDterville, which is two and a half miles on 
the one side, and Vance two and seven-tenths miles on the other.

DISCRIMINATION IN FURNISHING CARS. 

J. E. Wilcox V8, K. O. N. W. Rly. Co. 

J. E. Wilcox, of Bancroft, Kan., filed a complaint alleging that the Kansas 
City Northwestern Railway Company discriminated against that station and in 
favor of Ontario and Groffs in the matter of furnishing cars. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the management of the respondent com- 
pany, with request for prompt investigation thereof and report. The respondent 
feplied that it had instructed all agents to keep a careful record of all orders 
for cars and to distribute cars without discrimination. 

A copy of this communication, with copy of respondent's circular letter, was 
transmited to complainant, with statement that if this action on the part of the 
company did not bring relief to advise the board, and hearing nothing further 
from complainant, the case was closed.

Geo. Wells, Trustee, vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that a crossing of the public highway over the 
track of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company at Belpre, Kan., 
is in a bad condition, occasioned by overflow from water- tank of the respondent 
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company, and asks that the company be required to construct proper drainage 
facilities. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to Mr. A. A. Kurd, general solicitor for the 
respondent company, with request that the conditions complained of be cor- 
rected, and, upon being advised that a satisfactory drainage had been estab- 
lished, the case was closed.

REFUSAL TO FURNISH CARS UNTIL GRAIN IS STORED ON 

COMPANY'S RIGHT OF WAy! 

C. T. Hessell va. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

C. T. Hessell, of Frankfort, Kan., alleges that the respondent company re- 
fuses to accept his order for cars until he provides a storehouse on or near the 
company's right of way and has sufficient grain therein with which to load the 
same ; that he has 5000 bushels of shelled corn in a crib, and can load a car a 
day if the same is furnished him. 

The complaint was taken up with the management of the respondent com- 
pany, with request that cars be furnished complainant without discrimination! 
and the company reported that the action of the agent at Frankfort would be 
discontinued by the issuance of a general order to furnish cars to all persons 
applying therefor in good faith, without discrimination.

CAR SERVICE RULES. 

L. Williamson & Co. vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the respondent company is arbitrary in its 
car-service rules, in that it refuses to allow the loading of its system cars for 
points west of Clay Center. 

Upon full investigation of the matter of the complaint, the board finds: That 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company is short of equipment with 
which to handle all shipments offered; that, in order to enable it to handle its 
business more expeditiously, it has used every effort to avail itself of the oppor- 
tunity of loading foreign equipment on its return trip rather than return the 
same empty ; that a large portion of the foreign equipment handled by this com- 
pany comes from points west, the shipments having originated on western roads 
and been turned over to this company for delivery at Kansas City. 

The action complained of is the requirement that consignments destined for 
the West be loaded in this foreign equipment when possible, in order that the 
system cars may be used for shipments going east; and in view of the congested 
condition of car service at this time, the board holds that the action of the com- 
pany is warranted.

CARS REFUSED UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. 

J. F, Watson vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the respondent company refuses to fur- 
nish him cars for the shipment of grain until he has the grain in sight on or near 
the right of way. 



86 BOARD OF BAILBOAD COMMISSIONERS. 

Mr. Watson was advised that many similar complaints had been filed and 
prosecuted by the board, with the result that very recently the order of the man- 
agement to local agents requiring grain to be in sight had been canceled and the 
agents instructed to furnish cars to any and all persons, without discrimination.

REFUSAL TO SEND OARS TO FOREIGN ROADS. 

Bennett Grain Co. V8, A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The Bennett Grain Company, of Wichita, Kan., alleges that the respondent 
company refuses to furnish it cars for shipment of grain to Hico, Tex., and 
asks that the board require it to do so. 

Upon investigation of the complaint, the board finds that Hico, Tex., is not 
located on the lines of the respondent company ; that there is a general con- 
dition of oar shortage prevailing on the lines of said company, and that during 
this temporary congested condition the railroad companies should not be re- 
quired to send their equipment to foreign lines.

PASSENGER-TRAIN SERVICE. 

C. W. Goodlander V8. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

O. W. Goodlander, mayor of Fort Scott, Kan., filed with the board petitions 
of the citizens of Fort Scott, Overbrook, Blue Mound, Quenemo, Garnett, Devon, 
Mapleton, and Waverly — in all, 411 petitioners — requesting that passenger-train 
service be established on the line of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company be- 
tween Fort Scott and Topeka. 

Copies of said petitions were transmitted to the management of the respond- 
ent company, with request that it cause investigation to be made, and report to 
the board whether or not the company would grant relief in the premises with- 
out formal action on its part. In reply, the following was received from Col. J. 
n. Richards, general attorney for the respondent company: **I have just re- 
turned from St. Louis, where I had up, with our vice-president and general mana- 
ger, Mr. Russell Harding, the matter of placing passenger- train service on the 
Kansas, Nebraska & Dakota division of the Missouri Pacific, and I think I can 
confidently say to you that before a great while this service will be installed." 

Colonel Richards was advised that formal action of the board would be with- 
held pending further consideration of the matter by the management of the com- 
pany. 

On July 16, 1903, the following was received from J. O. Brown, city clerk of 
Fort Scott, Kan.: **I am requested by the mayor of this city to say that the ad- 
ditional train service asked for has been inaugurated and is very beneficial to our 
citizens.'*

UNDERGROUND CROSSING. 

Geo. J. Wheeler vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The complainant alleges that he is the owner of the southwest quarter of sec- 
tion thirty-two (32), township twenty-one (21), range fifteen (15), in Coflfey 
county, Kansas; that the line of respondent company crosses said land, cutting 
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off a number of acres from water, and that the land so cut off is valueless except 
for pasturage purposes ; that the said company contracted to and did construct, 
and until the spring of 1902 maintained, an underground runway for his benefit, 
and that the discontinuance thereof is a great inconvenience and damage to him. 

The respondent company answers that it acquired the right of way across the 
complainant's land by condemnation proceedings, and that the proceedings do 
not show that the company ever entered into a contract for the construction or 
maintenance of an underground crossing ; that the company is*ready and willing 
to provide gates that the complainant may cross its right of way and enjoy the 
free use of his land. 

The board requested the complainant to forward copy of, or proof of, execu- 
tion of contract alleged to have been made by the company, and upon his failure 
to comply with the request the case was closed.

AGENT, OPERATOR, AND STOCK SCALES. 

A. C. Gordy, Trustee, va. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant asks that the board require the respondent company 
to establish and maintain a depot, agent, operator and stock scales at the station 
of Batesville. 

The respondent company answered that at the present time it is maintaining 
a passing track at that station, and that the business offered would not warrant 
it in maintaining a depot, agent operator, and stock scales, as requested. 

Upon due notice to all interested parties, the board met at Batesville and 
entered upon a hearing of the above-entitled complaint; the complainant appear- 
ing in person and by S. 0. Holmes, his attorney, and the respondent by J. H. Rich- 
ards, its general attorney. The complainant introduced his testimony and rested, 
and the respondent requested further time in which to present its defense, which 
request was granted. Upon completion of testimony and consideration of the 
briefs of parties filed herein, the board made the following order: 

The board finds that the establishment of a depot and agent at Batesville 
would be a great convenience to the people in that vicinity, and that the busi- 
ness in freight and travel tributary thereto will justify the establishment of a 
depot and maintenance of an agent. 

The board further finds from the evidence that there is not sufficient shipping 
of live stock from Bafesville to warrant it in making an order for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of stock-yards, and that the present loading and side- 
tracks are sufficient to accommodate the business offered at that point. 

It is therefore considered and ordered by the board that the respondent, the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, on or before the 15th day of November, a. d. 
1903, erect a depot buildiog at said station of Batesville and maintain an agent 
thereat.

DRAINAGE. 

Sidney Walter vs. U. P. Rid. Co. and St. J. & G. I. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that he is the owner of the northwest quarter 
of section twenty-eight (28), in township two (2), range seven (7), Marshall 
county, Kansas ; that the right of way of the Union Pacific and St. Joseph & 
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Grand Island Railway Companies cross said land, and the grades therebf dam np 
the natural watercourse and destroy the drainage, much to his detriment. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent companies, with the result 
that on July 8 the following was received from complainant : " The drainage- 
that I have been trying to get for the past four years has been put in.'*

J. W. Germann vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

J. W. Germann alleges delay on the part of the above respondent in the mat> 
ter of movement of grain from Belleville to Kanorado, and asks the board to or- 
der him relief in the premises. 

The board wrote the management of the respondent company as follows : ** In 
the western part of Kansas many people come in a distance of thirty -or forty 
miles for com, and the uncertainty of service makes it very embarrassing to on& 
trying to do business on this line. Kindly investigate the matter complained of 
and do all possible to improve the service, advising the board of your action in 
the premises." 

In reply to the above the following was received from respondent: "Our su> 
perintendents in Kansas, Nebraska and Colorado divisions have been instructed 
that such shipments must be given better service, explaining to them that it i» 
very important, as grain billed to that section of the country was urgently needed, 
and I trust that you will find no further cause for complaint of the movement of 
future shipments."

CERTIFICATE OF FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

W. H. Guttridge vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

W. H. Guttridge, of Cullison, Kan., alleges that the respondent company has- 
failed to furnish him cars for the shipment of grain and asks the board to issue- 
to him a certificate to that effect, as provided by section 22 of the railroad law. 

A copy of the complaint was transmitted to the respondent company with the- 
reqipest that it answer herein, and it answered: '*The agent at Cullison has been 
notified to furnish all cars requested by complainant." 

Upon receipt of a communication from complainant stating that he had re- 
ceived all the cars ordered by him, and having failed to furnish evidence of dam> 
age on account of delay, the case was dismissed.

BUSINESS HOURS AT DEPOT. 

J. W. Germann V8, C. R, I. & P. Rly. Co. 

A petition signed by J. W. Germann and twenty- eight other citizens of Kano- 
rado, Kan., alleges that the station at that place is kept locked between the 
hours of 10: 30 and 1 o'clock of each day, to the great inconvenience of the patrons 
of the respondent, and asks that the said company be required to keep its sta- 
tion open during business hours. 
^ The^respondent was asked to give its reasons for failure to keep the depot 
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open, and it answered that it had made arrangements whereby the depot at 
Ejinorado would be kept open from 5:30 a. m. until 12 m., and from IfSO to 6, and 
7:30 to 8:30 p. m. 

The board held that the service thus inaugurated was sufficient and closed 
the case.

JOBBERS' RATES ON LUMBER. 

Ludeigh Havens Lumber Co. V8, A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A letter from the Ludeigh Haven Lumber Company, of Kansas City, Mo., en- 
closed Santa Fe system tariff No. 6215, jobbers' rates from points on the Santa 
Fe in Kansas and Oklahoma, and inquiring why rates on lumber were not in- 
cluded in the tariff as applying to Salina and McPherson. 

The respondent company was asked to answer as to its reasons for not includ- 
ing the points named in its jobbers' tariff, and whether or not it would do so with- 
out the necessity of formal action on the part of the board. 

Upon receipt of information that the company had complied with the request 
of complainant by establishing jobbers' rates on lumber at Salina and McPherson, 
the case was closed.

FREIGHT RATE. 

Crook & Thompson V8. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

Crook & Thompson, of Howard, Kan., allege that they have been shipping 
drill stems from Independence, Kan., at actual weight, on fourth-class rate; that 
the agent at that place has arbitrarily changed the billing to first class and 
raised the minimum weight to 5000 pounds; and asks that the board afford relief 
in the premises. 

The respondent company was furnished a copy of the complaint, with request 
that it explain the action of its agent in this regard, and it answered that the 
only rate published covering the class of shipments mentioned by complainant 
is first class, with a minimum of 5000 pounds ; that the rate quoted and used on 
the shipments which did move was erroneous in that it was not taken from the 
company's published tariff, and upon the discovery of the error by the freight 
auditor the rate was at once set on its proper basis. 

The answer of the company was transmitted to the complainant, with state- 
ment that if the explanation therein contained was not satisfactory, and he would 
advise the board of the fact, the matter would be taken up further, and upon the 
failure of the complainant to further write the board, the case was closed.

PASSENGER SERVICE. 

G. H. Wight V8. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

A petition signed by the above complainant and other citizens of Antelope, 
Kan., alleges that the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company refuses 
to furnish to that station sufficient passenger-train service, in that it fails to stop 
its passenger train No. 14 for the accommodation of its patrons. 

Upon investigation of the merits of the complaint, the board finds that Ante- 
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lope is a village of about twenty iDhabitants and that it affords to the respondent 
company but a very limited passenger traffic ; that such village now enjoys the 
service of trains Nos. 35, 36, 57 and 58 daily ; that the train which complainants 
desire stopped at Antelope is a fast through passenger, running between Chicago 
and Fort Worth, and to require it to stop at all small stations would destroy the 
purposes for which it is operated. 

The board is therefore. of the opinion that the relief desired should be denied.

FAILURE TO DELIVER CAR OF LUMBER. 

Linn Frazier V8, C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

Linn Frazier, of Fowler, Kan., alleges that the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway Company refuses to deliver a car of lumber consigned to him and allow 
him forty-eight hours' free time in which to unload the same, and asks the board 
to grant him relief in the premises. 

A copy of the complaint was transmitted to the respondent company, and it 
answered that the car of lumber in controversy was placed on the side-track at 
Fowler, a short distance west of the depot, for Mr. Frazier's unloading, and he 
was duly notified of the fact; that he refused to unload the car there, request- 
ing that it be placed at the east end of the yard, at a point more convenient to 
his lumber sheds ; that at the point where Mr. Frazier desired the car set there 
were a number of boarding cars; that the place where his car of lumber was set 
was accessible, and there was no reason why the complainant should have refused 
to unload the same, and no reason why he should now refuse to pay the demur- 
rage assessed. 

The board set Friday, July 24, at 10 o'clock a. m., at its office*, in Topeka, Kan., 
as a time and place of hearing of complaint, and upon notifying complainant 
thereof he refused further to prosecute the case, and it was dismissed.

TRACK CONNECTION. 

W. G. Muir V8. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and K. C. M. & O. Rly. Co. ^ 

A petition signed by W. G. Muir and others, residents and business men of 
Harper, Kan., alleges that the lines of the respondent companies cross at that 
point, and that it is necessary to the convenience and accommodation of the 
public that a connecting switch be constructed for the interchange of business. 

The respondent companies were advised of the filing of the above complaint, 
and upon receipt of answers the board set November 3, 1903, for the hearing 
thereof, on which date, all interested parties having been notified, the board met 
at Harper, Kan., and entered upon said hearing; the complainants appearing 
in person, and the respondent the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railway Com- 
pany by Fred Washburn, its attorney, the respondent the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway Company appearing not. 

Thereupon, after a personal inspection of the premises where such track con- 
nection is desired, the hearing of evidence and arguments of counsel, the board 
made the following findings and order : 

Now, on this Istday of December, 1903, and after a full consideration of the 
case, the board finds that the public necessities require and its interests would be 
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greatly promoted by the construction of a track connection between the Kansas 
City, Mexico & Orient railway and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway, 
as prayed for by complainants herein. 

It is therefore ordered by the board that a track connection between the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient railway and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
railway, commencing at a point on the line of the said Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient railway approximately 450 f^t southwest of the crossing of said respond- 
ent roads at Harper, Kan., and running thence in a northeasterly direction, 
following the right of way purchased and graded by the Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient Railway Company, for the purpose of such a connection to a point on the 
main line of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway approximately 450 feet 
east of the crossing of said respondent roads, be constructed by the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railway Company, within three months from this date, in a 
good and workmanlike manner, and so as not to interfere with the free use of the 
tracks of either company, and that it perpetually maintain the same in good 
condition. 

It is further ordered, that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany shall pay one-half of the total cost of construction of said track connection, 
not including right of way, upon bills rendered therefor by the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railway Company. 

It is further ordered, that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany shall pay one-half of the cost of maintenance of said track connection, on 
bills rendered therefor from month to month by the Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient Railway Company.

Application of the Eastern Coal and Coke Company for permission to con- 
demn right of way and to construct a spur rail road- track in Cherokee county, 
Kansas. 

Bennett Phillips, secretary of the Eastern Coal and Coke Company, of St. 
Louis, Mo., makes application for permission to condemn right of way and build 
a spur railroad- track from its mining property, at Cokedale, to a connection with 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway, a distance of about 3000 feet. 

The board set Wednesday, July 15, at ten o'clock a. m., for a hearing of the 
merits of said application, and notified all interested parties. On said date the 
board met at Cokedale, and the applicant failing to appear either in person or 
by attorney, the case was dismissed.

REMOVAL OF STOCK YARDS AND SIDE-TRACK. 

L. V. Whinery V8, A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

L. V. Whinery, trustee of Reno township, Reno county, Kansas, alleges that 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company and Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railway Company have maintained a side-track and stock-yards at the 
station of Sherman, in said township, for a number of years; that the stock-yards 
have been removed and the companies now threaten to remove the side-track, 
and the complainants ask the board to restrain the respondent companies from 
so doing. 
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Copies of the complaint were transmitted to the respondent companies, with 
request that they cause their answers to be filed as provided by the rules of the 
board. 

Both companies answered, denying their intention of removing the side-track 
at Sherman station, and the case was closed.

FREIGHT LOST IN TRANSIT. 

Neosho Falls Oil and Gas Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. W. Dickinson, secretary of the Neosho Falls Oil and Gas Company, alleges 
the shipment of a slip socket from Neosho Falls, consigned to the Prairie View 
Oil and Gas Company, of Neodesha, Kan., and that the same was lost in transit. 
He asks that the board require the respondent company to use every e£fort to 
trace the shipment and forward same to its destination. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, with request that 
it render all possible relief in the premises, and upon advice from complainant 
that the matter had been adjusted to his satisfaction, the case was closed.

FREIGHT RATE ON CATTLE. 

Geo. Plumb et al. vs. Railroads Operating in Kansas. 

Geo. Plumb, of Emporia, Kan., filed with the board petitions numerously 
signed by stockmen and farmers of the state, protesting against the increase of 
freight rates on cattle, proposed by the railroad companies operating in the state 
to be made effective September 1, 1903, and asks the board, upon proper hearing 
of the action, to restrain the respondent companies from so doing. 

The management of the various railroads were advised of the filing of said 
petition and asked to answer thereto, under the rules of the board. 

The companies answered, admitting that they contemplated an increase of 
freight rates on cattle, and alleging in substance that the proposed increased 
rate was an equitable one and was warranted by the increased price of labor, 
material and operating expenses generally ; that while the expense and risk in 
handling cattle is greater than almost any other commodity , the rate for handling 
the same is lower, and that this commodity does not bear its just proportion of 
cost of operation of the railroads in Kansas ; that special and expensive equip- 
ment and speedy and continuous transit are required in the moving of cattle, 
and that the slightest real or fancied default in these respects brings damage 
suits. 

Upon the joining of issues herein, the board set August 26, 1903, at its office, 
in Topeka, Kan., for a hearing, when, by agreement of parties, the case was 
continued to September 2, 1903. 

On said date the case came regularl^r on for hearing, the complainants appear- 
ing by A. E. Helm and S. S. Ashbaugh, their attorneys, and the respondents, 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company by M. A. Low, the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company by A. A. Hurd, the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Company by B. P. Waggener, the Union Pacific Railroad Company by 
N. H. Loomis, and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company by T. N. 
Sedgwick, their attorneys. 
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The respondent companies thereupon interposed an objection to the introduc- 
tion of any evidence under the complaint in this action, setting forth as their 
reasons : First, that the complaint herein was not made by any consignee, con- 
signor, mayor or council of any city, or trustee of any township; and, second, for 
the reason that the rate complained of is one to take effect at a future date and 
not one now effective. After hearing the arguments of counsel and being duly 
advised in the premises, the board overruled the objection of the respondent 
companies and proceeded with the trial of the action. The day having drawn to 
a close before the conclusion of evidence, an adjournment was taken. 

On September 3, the complainants concluded the introduction of their evi- 
dence; the respondent companies introduced certain tabulated statements, with 
the view of showing that the rates proposed to be charged for the shipment of 
cattle to Kansas City from Kansas points were less than the rates charged on 
their respective lines through other states to Kansas City and for like distances 
from other points in other states over their lines to Chicago. 

An adjournment was taken and a conference held between the representatives 
of the shippers and the railroad companies, with this result : The respondent 
companies stated to the board that in view of the bad condition of their road-beds 
in Kansas, occasioned by the excessive rains in the spring and early summer of 
1903, and on account of the congested condition of their terminal facilities at 
Kansas City, owing to the loss of track caused by the washouts of May and June, 
and the consequent unsatisfactory service necessarily rendered live-stock ship- 
pers, they would withdraw their live- stock tariffs published to become effective 
September 5, 1903.

J. T. Mortimer & Son vs. St. L. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The above complainants allege discrimination in the furnishing of cars at the 
station of Dennis, Kan., by the respondent company, stating that said company 
has ordered its cars to western Kansas to meet the demand for wheat shipments, 
and that they are unable to secure equipment with which to handle their busi- 
ness in proper manner. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the management of the respondent com- 
pany, with request that all possible relief be afforded the complainant, and upon 
receipt of advice that cars had been furnished to the complainants as ordered by 
them, the case was closed.

A copy of the complaint and of said petitions was transmitted to the respondent 
company, with request to know whether the relief prayed for would be granted 
without further or formal action of the board. 

The service prayed for was inaugurated by the respondent company, and on 
motion of the complainant the case was dismissed.

The wholesale mercantile interests of Salina, Hutchinson and Wichita allege 
that on March 16, 18d2, the Board of Railroad Commissioners established a com- 
modity or jobbers' rate on canned goods, coffee and beans from Missouri river 
points to the cities of Salina, Hutchinson, and Wichita; that the rate then pro- 
mulgated has been in effect since that date; that on July 22, 1903, the above- 
named respondents gave notice .that, effective September 20, 1903, said rates on 
canned goods, coffee and beans in car lots would be canceled, and thereafter the 
regular fifth-class rate would apply, and that said action on the part of the com- 
pany would amount to a very substantial increase of the freight rate on such 
articles. The complainants asked the board to grant them a hearing and there- 
after to issue an order restraining said companies from annulling said commodity 
rates and inaugurating an increase thereof. 

A copy of the complaint was transmitted to the respondent companies, with 
request that they cause answers to be filed with the board within ten days, as 
required by its rules. 

The respondent companies answered, denying their intention of annulling or 
increasing the rate formerly established by the board, and the case was closed.

Mayor and Council of Wichita vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co., St. L. k S. F. Rly. Co., 
and Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The mayor and council of the city of Wichita, Kan., allege that the above- 
named respondent companies have given notice that, effective September 20, 
1903, the rate on coal from points in the Pittsburg coal-field to Wichita, Kan., 
will be increased ; that the rate contemplated to be established, as well as the 
rate now effective, is unreasonably high, and ask that the board make an order 
declaring the rates now charged by the respondents and those threatened to be 
charged by them on car-load shipments of coal from the Pittsburg coal district 
to Wichita, Kan., to be exorbitant, and that it designate what shall be the rate 
to be charged for such shipments. 

The companies answered, denying their intention to raise the rates as alleged 
in the complaint herein and further denying that the present existing rate is 
excessive or unreasonable. 

On November 4, 1903, all interested parties having been notified of the time 
and place thereof, the board met at Wichita and entered upon a hearing of said 
action ; the complainants being represented by S. S. Ashbaugh and A. E. Helm, 
and the respondents, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company by 
A. A. Hurd, the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Company by J. W. Gleed, 
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and the Missouri Pacific Railway Company by J. H. Richards, their attorneys ; 
and thereupon the complainants and respondents introduced their evidence and 
rested. The respondent companies were given thirty days after the completion 
of transcript of testimony in which to file briefs and the complainants fifteen 
days thereafter to reply thereto. 

After a full consideration of the evidence, arguments of counsel, and briefs 
filed, the board finds: That the comprint filed herein by the mayor and city 
council of Wichita is well founded, and that the rates now charged by the said 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway Company and the Missouri Pacific Railway Company for trans- 
porting coal from Pittsburg and the coal-mines in southeast Kansas, known as 
the Pittsburg district, to the city of Wichita, are excessive and unjust. 

The commissioners further find that $1.50 per ton on lump coal and $1.25 per 
ton on slack coal is a just and reasonable charge for the transportation of such 
coal from points in the said Pittsburg district to the city of Wichita. The com- 
missioners therefore recommend that the above rates be put in force by said re- 
spondent companies on or before February 1, 1901.

Theodore Jones V8, M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

Theodore Jones alleges that the line of the respondent company crosses his 
farm north of Junction City, and that its track is constructed on such a grade 
that it interrupts the natural drainage of water during the rainy season, mu6h 
to the detriment of his land. 

The board, after duly advising itself in regard to the merits of said complaint, 
finds that the overflow complained of occurred during the month of June, 1903, 
which was an extremely wet month; that the grade complained of has been con- 
structed for thirty years, and has occasioned no loss to land-owners when condi- 
tions were anywhere near normal. 

The board is of the opinion that it would not be warranted in requiring the 
respondent to expend the sums of money required to reduce grades in order to 
meet such extraordinary conditions.

The complainant herein asks that the board order the above-named respond- 
ents to give Anthony, Kan., the same commodity rate as is now enjoyed by the 
cities of Hutchinson and Wichita from Missouri river points, and that the board 
declare Anthony to be a jobbing point and entitled to jobbers' rates. 

Copies of the above complaint were forwarded to the management of the re- 
spondents, with request that they answer herein as provided by the rules of the 
board. 

Upon the issues being joined, the case came on for hearing at the office of the 
board, in Topeka, Kan., the complainant appearing in person, and the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company and the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany being represented by representatives of the traffic department and by their 
respective attorneys; the said complaint is, on motion of said complainant, dis- 
missed as to the Kansas Southwestern Railway Company, the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa & Gulf Railroad Company, and the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railway 
Company ; and the board having heard the testimony and arguments of parties

J. A. Kennedy, of Burlington , filed a oomplaint signed by W. T. Hessler and 
ninety-nine others, citizens of Burlington and Gridley, Kan., asking that' the 
board issue an order requiring the respondent company to establish and maintain 
daily passenger-train service on the line of its road between said stations. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, and, upon the 
filing of its answer and due advice to all interested parties, the board met at 
Burlington, on the 16th day of December, 1903, and entered upon the hearing of 
the case; the complainants appearing in person and by their attorney, T. A.

Company, appearing not. After the introduction of evidence, and upon the 
application of complainants, the further hearing of the case was continued to the 
19th of January, 1904, at the office of the board, in Topeka, Kan. On said date 
the complainants concluded the introduction of testimony and the respondent 
offered its defense thereto; and after arguments of counsel, and being fully in- 
fbrmed in the premises, the board made the following findings and order : 

The board having considered the testimony introduced in the trial of this 
case at Burlington, Kan., on the 16th day of December, 1903, and the evidence 
introduced at the adjourned hearing of this action at the office of the board, in 
Topeka, Kan., on January 19, 1904, finds that the discontinuance of the passen- 
ger service between the stations of Burlington and Gridley, Kan., was a great 
iDConvenience to the traveling public at these two stations and the adjacent 
country. 

The board further finds, that the patronage and traffic on said road between 
said stations of Burlington and Gridley, Kan., will be sufficiently remunerative 
to justify the respondent company in reestablishing the passenger- train service 
between said stations. 

It is therefore considered and ordered by the board, that the passenger-train 
service be established on said line of road between the stations of Burlington 
and Gridley, Kan., similar to the service rendered prior to August 29, 1903, as 
prayed for in the complaint filed herein.

After the introduction of evidence on the part of complainant, and argu- 
mentof its counsel, the board finds: That it has no power or jurisdiction to- 
make an order compelling the respondent company to grant a lease on its right 
of way for the purpose of enabling complainant UT construct elevators thereon. 

It further finds, that it has no power or jurisdiction to enable it to make an 
order compelling said respondent company to erect elevators or warehouses on 
its right of way for the purpose of receiving, handling and shipping grain for 
complainants, as prayed for in the complaint herein filed. 

It is therefore considered and ordered by the board that the complaint herein 
filed be dismissed.

The above complainant alleges that Larkin; on the line of the Leavenworth,.

City, while Muscotah, on the line of the Missouri Pacific Railway, practically 
the same distance from Kansas City, enjoys a rate of six cents to that market ^ 
and asks the board to order the respondent to grant relief in this regard. 

The board caused immediate investigation of the merits of the complaint to 
be made, and upon being fully advised finds that the rates from inland points to 
river points are not fixed wholly on the mileage basis, but are largely influenced

Larkin was based on its distance to the Missouri river, as is the Muscotah rate, th& 
freight rate would be increased rather than lowered.

This, of course, is a misunderstanding, as the track will remain as long as 
they have any use for it and it will furnish revenue to the company, as it is not 
our intention to remove it as long as they give us their business and keep 
the mill in operation. I have returned the papers, with the request that the 
matter be placed before McGruder & Harding by some one that is capable of ex- 
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plainiDg the conditions fully, and I believe we will be able to come to a satisfac- 
tory settlement." * 

A copy of this communication was transmitted to the complainants herein, 
with the request that they advise the board if a satisfactory arrangement of the 
matter complained of was not reached, and having heard nothing further from 
the complainant, the case was closed.

IRREGULAR TRAIN SERVICE. 

H. W. Prouty et al. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

H. W. Prouty and seventy- six others, citizens of Emmett township, Harvey 
county, Kansas, complained that the Missouri Pacific Railway Company fur- 
nished irregular train service on its Eldorado- McPherson branch, and asked that 
the board require the respondent company to maintain proper ifprvice in this 
regard.

The above complainants complain of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company on account of its failure to provide drainage facilities under its 
track at the city of Sharon, Kan., alleging that during high- water periods the 
greater portion of the city is submerged, owing to the defective condition of the 
company's drain ways. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the management of the respondent com- 
pany, with the request that it cause investigation to be made, and if it was ascer- 
tained that adequate drainage facilities had not been afforded, that the same be 
installed without the necessity of further or formal action on the part of the 
board. 

In reply to the above the following was received from General Manager H. U. 
Mudge: **I have now to advise that we propose putting in a 3-19 feet «T" rail 
bridge at thS place, to provide sufficient drainage, at a cost of $634.36. The work 
will be done in the near future, which will undoubtedly satisfy the people of 
Sharon." 

A copy of the above communication was forwarded to the complainant, with 
the request that, if the drainage was not installed within a reasonable time, he 
advise the board of the fact. December 1, 1904, having heard nothing from the 
complainant, the case was closed.

TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

J. A. Seitz V8, Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. ' 

J. A. Seitz and thirty-three others, citizens of Anson, Kan., refer to a 
former action before the board in which the Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
was required to install telephone service between the stations of Anson and Con- 
way Springs, and allege that said company, after maintaining said service for 
a considerable length of time, has now abandoned the same. 

A copy of said complaint was transmitted to the management of the respond-^ 
ent company, with the request that it advise the board its reasons for discontinu- 
ing the service asked for by the complainants, and it replied: "We are advised 
by our superintendent of telegraph that October last the telephone service at 
Anson was discontinued by order of the division operator, who was not familiar 
with the conditions under which this service was installed. The matter was 
not brought to the attention of the superintendent of telegraph until he received 
your letter enclosing the copy of the last petition, when he immediately took 
action to restore the service, which was done on the 18th inst., and telephone 
service connecting with the Western Union office at Conway Springs is again 
in operation. We regret that this service was interrupted, and assure the 
board it was discontinued without authority from our management, and by one 
not having full knowledge of the situation. All persons in interest have now 
been instructed and there will be no further interferende with the service."

FREIGHT RATES. 

Blaine Mercantile Co. vs. L. K. & W. Rid. Co. and A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the respondents, the Leavenworth, Kansas 
& Western and Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad companies, have maintained 
a nine-cent rate on corn shipments from that point to Atchison, Kan., via Valley 
Falls, and that recently the rate has been increased to thirteen cents per hundred 
pounds for such shipments. 

The board caused prompt investigation to be made of the rate complained of, 
and finds that the rate on corn from Blaine to Kansas City and Leavenworth was 
nine cents per hundred pounds; that in order to meet this rate and allow grain 
to move via Valley Falls to Atchison a joint rate of nine cents was established 
by the resx)ondents herein; that the increase iuTates complained of by the com. 
plainant herein was the effect of the taking out of this joint rate and the estab- 
lishment of a rate consisting of the sum of the local rate of the Leavenworth, 
Kansas & Western from Blaine to Valley Falls and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe local rate from Valley Falls to Atchison. 

The board is of the opinion that it would not be warranted, under the circum- 
stances, in requiring the respondents herein to lower their local distance tarififs on 
this commodity.

EXPRESS RATES. 

A. Arand & Sons vs. Wells-Fargo Express Co. 

The above complainants complain that the Wells-Fargo Express Company 
subjects them to an excessive charge on shipments of berries from Wathena, 
Kan., to Marysville, Kan, alleging that said respondent charges a twenty-cent 
rate per crate from Wathena to Marysville, while for a like shipment from St. 
Joseph, Mo., to Marysville, comparatively the same distance, the rate charged is 
only 17J^ cents. 

The complaint was taken up with the management of the respondent company, 
with the request that it cause prompt investigation to be made and explain to 
the board the apparent disparity of rates. 

The company answered as follows: *' I beg to advise that after full investiga- 
tion I find there is no ground whatever for complaint. The rate between Marys- 
ville and Wathena and Marysville and St. Joseph is twenty cents per twenty-four 
quart case. I have before me copies of way-bills covering a number of shipments 
made during the month of May from St. Joseph to Marysville and the rate of 
twenty cents is used in each case." 

A copy of the above was transmitted to the complainant herein, with state- 
ment that if the information contained therein is correct it did not appear the 
charge of twenty cents per orate on berries from Wathena to Marysville was an 
excessive one.

UPTOWN TELEGRAPH OFFICE. 

W. C. Forkner, Mayor, V8. Western Union Telegraph Co. 

The above complainant asks that the board require the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company to maintain an uptown office for the accommodation of its pa- 
trons at the city of Columbus, Kan. 

While the board was of the opinion tliat it had no jurisdiction under the law 
over the subject-matter of said complaint, the same was taken up with the man- 
agement for the respondent company, with the hope that by arbitrative methods 
some material relief might be afforded the complainant heroin. 

The respondent company answered that the receipts for telegrrftph service at 
Columbus, Kan., were only thirty-nine dollars per month, and that if tiie com- 
pany should provide an operator and messenger service for an uptown office said 
office would be maintained at a very considerable loss to ft, and that in view of 
these conditions it would not be warranted in granting the rehei prayed fbt. 

A copy of said answer was transmitted to the complainant herein for his in- 
formation.

TRAIN SERVICE. 

A. V. Wilson V8. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the time of the arrival and departure of 
trains of the Union Pacific Railroad Company at Junction City, as provided by 
its passenger schedule, is such as to render it impossible to make transfer of per- 
ishable goods consigned by ezprass to points west of that city, and asks that the 
board require said company to grant additional time in which to make transfer 
of express matter, and thus avoid a delay of from twelve to twenty-four hours in 
the delivery thereof. 

The management of the respotident company was advised of the contents 
of said complaint, and asked to render all possible relief in the premises without 
the necessity of further action on the part of the board, and in reply thereto the 
company answered : " The reason for not holding train No. 1 is on account of its 
fast time. It is almost impossible for it to make its time and wait at stations for 
unusual amount of express. I have, however, advised the express company that 
we will give them three minutes more than the usual time allowed to change 
engines, and I have no doubt that with this time and with sufficient force they 
will be able to handle their express." 

The case was closed upon receipt of information from complainant that the 
relief granted was adequate to his needs.

DISCRIMINATION. 

The Carey Commission Co. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. and A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The Carey Commission Company, of Independence, Kan., alleges discrimina- 
tion in the matter of first-class freight rates in favor of Pittsburg, Fort Scott, and 
Coffey ville, and against Independence, and asks that the board cause investigation 
to be made of said rates and furnish relief in the premises. 

The complaint was taken up with the management of the respondent com. 
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pabMB, with the request that they investigate the charges made therein and ad- 
vise the board whether or not they will grant any needed relief in the premises 
without the necessity of further action on its part. 

The respondents replied that the matters complained of had been given at' 
tention in a conference held at Kansas City* and that it was the understanding 
that the adjustments made were entirely satisfactory to the complainants. 

Upon receipt of information that the contemplated change of rates had been 
made, the ease was closed.

IN THE MATTER OP THE INSPECTION OF THE NEOSHO BRANCH 
OP THE MISSOURI, KANSAS & TEXAS RAILWAY. 

Pursuant to notice, on August 23, 1904, the board inspected the Neosho branch 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway, running from Junction City to 
Parsons, Kan., and finds the physical condition of the road-bed of said branch 
to be poor, owing, in part, to the neglect of the management to expend the labbr 
and material necessary to bring it to that standard of exellenceat which it should 
be maintained, and also to the fact that many miles of this track were flooded hf 
high waters of 1903-'04, a considerable portion of said track having been sub- 
merged by floods.as many as three times during the spring and early summer of 
1904, resulting in a partial destruction of drainage, ballast, and alignment, and 
rendering it impossible to keep the right of way clear of weeds. 

fThe board further finds, that at the time of the inspection of said branch a 
laige nxRiiber of ties and other material lor use in betterments to the road had 
been distributed along the right of way, and a laige number of laborers were ein- 
pk^edin bringing the road-bed to a proper standard and clearing the right of way^ 

The board further finds, that at a number of stations of said branch no out- 
houses were provided for the accommodation of the public, and at a number of 
other stations where such houses were a£Forded the same were in an unsanitary^ 
condition. 

The board is of the opinion that, in view of the fact that the demoralized con- 
dition of said road-bed was occasioned largely by fioods over which the company 
had no control, it would not be warranted in making any drastic order herein. It 
recommended to the management of said company that it provide the necessary 
labor and material and use every opportunity to bring the road-bed to the proper 
physical condition, and that it erect and maintain outhouses in a sanitary condi- 
tion at all stations where such accommodations were not afforded the public. 

The management of said company agreed with the board that it would main- 
tain its present force of employees and furnish the necessary materials to bring 
the road to the condition recommended by the board, and to provide suitable out- 
houses at all stations where such accommodations were not already given to the 
public.

EXTENSION OP SIDE-TRACK. 

The Mayor and Council of the City of Jamestown V8. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. and 
Central Branch Rly. Co. 

The above complainants asked that the board require the respondent com- 
panies to extend the side-track at the city of Jamestown, Kan., for the conven- 
ience and accommodation of their patrons and the public generally. 
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On or about the time of the filing of the above-entitled action the Janiestown 
Cooperative Grain, Milling, Live-stock and Mercantile Asaooiation asked the 
board to grant it permission to condemn land and lay out and construct a spur 
railroad- track thereon and to connect the same with the line of the Centra 
Branch Railway Company, now being operated by the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company, at Jamestown, Kan. 

Inasmuch as the testimony to be offered in said cases was very similar, by 
agreement of parties the hearing of both actions was had at the same time and 
place. Pursuant to notice to all interested parties, the board met at James- 
town on September 23, 1904, and entered upon the hearing of said actions ; the 
complainants appearing in person and by their attorney, W. F. Sturgis, and the 
respondent companies by their attorney, Frank Doster, and thereupon, after the 
introduction of evidence by the parties hereto and a personal inspection of the 
tracks and facilities afforded by the respondent companies at Jamestown, Kan., 
further hearing of said actions was continued to October 4, 1904, at the office 
of the board, at Topeka, Kan. 

At the continued hearing of said actions the introduction of evidence was 
concluded by both parties, and the board took the case under advisement. There- 
after, and on the 25th day of October, 1904, the board made the following findings 
and orders in the respective cases : 

The Ma^or and Coancil of Jamestown va. Missouri Pacific and Central Branch Railway Com 
panies.

The board having heard the evidence of the parties and the arguments of 
counsel, and being fully advised in the premises, finds that the railway of said 
Central Branch Railway Company is operated by the said Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Company, and that the side-tracks provided by the said railway company at 
said city of Jamestown are inadequate and insufficient for the convenience and 
safety of the public in the transaction of business with said railways, and that 
an extension of the present side-track on the south side of the main line of said 
Central Branch railway at said Jamestown toward the east for a distance of 40O 
feet is necessary to accommodate the business thereat. 

It is therefore, on this 4th day of October, 1904, considered and ordered by the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, that the Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
and the Central Branch Railway Company, within sixty days from this date, 
October 4, 1904, construct an extension of their side-track at Jamestown, Kan. , 
along the south side of said railway on the right of way of said Central Branch 
Railway Company for a distance of 400 feet toward the east, for the receipt and 
shipment of freight. The grading for such extension, however, to be done by 
complainants, under the direction and supervision of said railway companies. 

The Jamestown Cooperative Qrain, Millinsr, Live-stock and Mercantile Association vs, Missouri 
Pacific and Central Branch Railway Companies. 

It appearing to the board that the order made on the application of the said 
mayor and council of the said city of Jamestown secured the main object sought, 
and disposed of the principal question herein, it is ordered by the board that the 
said Jamestown Cooperative Grain, Milling, Live-stock and Mercantile Associa- 
tion have permission to erect and maintain on the right of way of said railway 
companies such support as may be necessary to enable said company or associa- 
tion to spout grain from its elevator into the cars on the side-track of said com- 
pany. And further, that the application or petition of said company or association 
for leave to condemn and appropriate land for a right of way for a spur or switch 
track to connect with the railroad of said companies be dismissed without preju- 
dice to further application and proceedings.

DISCRIMINATION. 

W. W. Smith & Son vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. W. Smith & Son, of Holyrood, Kan., allege that the respondent has pro- 
mulgated a tariff effective in Kansas and Nebraska during the months of June 
and July whereby a twenty-five cents per ton reduction in rate on coal was made, 
and allege that said reduced rate has not been made applicable to the station of 
Holyrood, Kan. 

The complainants ask that the respondent company be required to grant said 
reduced rate to said city. 

A copy of the complaint was furnished to the respondent company, with the 
request that it cause investigation to be made, and if it is ascertained that the 
city of Holyrood was being discriminated against, as alleged, that such acts on 
the part of the company be discontinued. 

' In reply thereto the following was received from Mr. A. A. Hurd, general at- 
torney of said company : " I herewith return correspondence, and call your atten- 
tion to a letter from General Freight Agent Koontz, in which you will see that 
he admits the justness of Mr. Smith's complaint and will make the reduction re- 
quired at once." 

Upon receipt of information from the complainant that the relief desired had 
been given, the case was closed.

CONNECTING SWITCH. 

E. St. George Noble vs. St. L. & S. F. Rid. Co. and M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

The above complainant alleges that the necessities of the shipping public at 
Galena, Kan., require the construction of a connecting switch between the 
lines of the St. Louis & San Francisco and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail- 
ways for the interchange of traf&c, and that said connecting switch can be con- 
structed without an unnecessary expense. 

Copies of the complaint were transmitted to the management of each of these 
companies, with the request that they answer thereto. 

The respondents answered, denying that the convenience of the business men 
of the city of Galena or of the shippers of freight and merchandise over said 
roads required that the connecting switch, as asked for herein, should be con- 
structed. 

The issues being joined, the board set September 26, 1904, at the court-houee 
in Galena, Kan., as the time and place for the hearing of said cause of action, 
and notified all interested parties thereto. 

Before the time for said hearing had arrived, on September 19, 1904, the 
following was received from the general solicitor of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway Company : " The operating department of this company in- 
forms me that arrangements have been made to put in this connection, and that 
it will be installed before many days."

FREIGHT RATES ON MILL PRODUCTS. 

The Morganville Mill and Elevator Co. V8. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The Morganville Mill and Elevator Company alleges that ^e Union Pacific 
Railroad Company subjects it to an overcharge on freight rate on consignments 
of mill products ; that the short- mileage rate is eight cents, and they are com- 
pelled to pay from eight and one-half to ten cents per hundredweight. 

The complainant asks the board to investigate the merits of its allegations 
and render such relief as it may be entitled to. 

A copy of said complaint was sent to the respondent company, with the re^ 
quest that it cause investigation of the merits thereof to be made and render such 
relief in the premises as the circumstances required. 

The company answered: '*The route used in handling these shipmentisf fig- 
ures ten cents per hundredweight, but we have a basis of continuous mileage 
using short-line distances, as if handled via Clay Center, Leavenworth & Western, 
and our own rails, which will permit of an eight-cent rate. Will arrange to refund 
any claims to proper basis, and have instructed both agents at Morganville and 
Cleburne as to correct rate on future shipments, which I trust will be satis- 
factory to the board, also claimant."

RULES OF PRACTICE IN PROCEEDINGS 
BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 



EULE8 OF PRACTICE BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 



BBGULAB SEeSiONS. 

I. The regular sessions of the commission will be held at its offioe 
in the capitol building, in the city of Topeka, on Tuesday of eaoh 
week, oommenoing at the hour of ten o'clock A. M., and continuing 
from day to day until the business of the commission is completed, 
unless an adjournment is had for good and sufficient reason. 

Special sessions will be held at such times and places as the board 
deems expedient ; reasonable notice thereof to be given all interested 
parties. 

At such regular sessions, all contested cases will be heard where 
manifest injustice would not be done to the contesting parties or the 
expenses of the investigation be too great, in which event the com- 
mission may adjourn to such locaUty within the state as will cheapen 
the expenses of the controversy and furnish the oommiasion with the 
necessary facts upon which to base a decision. 

Complaints may be filed with the commission at any time, and wUl 
be heard as soon thereafter as justice may require. 

Continuance of any hearing may be ordered by the commission 
for any oauae by them deemed reasonable and oatisfaotory. 

The place of holding an inveatigatlon may be chaaoged by the 
commission when, in their opinion, substantial justice will be pro- 
moted, and upon notice to the parties interes,ted. 

PARTIES. 

II. Complaints will only be recognized and considered when filed 
and presented by some person or persons, company or corporation 
financially interested in the settlement or adjustment of the question 
or questions involved in the controversy. 

Where a complaint properly made and by a proper party concerns 
only an act done or omitted by a single carrier, no others need be 
made parties ; but if such com^daint relates to joint tariffs or matters 
under which two or more carriers doing business under a common 
control, management or arrangement for a continuous carriage or ship- 
ment are interested, or where individual and independent carriers re- 
ceive shipments from the other, and there is cause of complaint by 
reason of the rate or rates charged or in the accommodations given, 

(173) 
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then and in each and all of said oases all the carriers constituting such 
line, or such individual or independent carriers, must be made parties, 
and notice of such complaint must be served upon each and all of 
them, as hereinafter provided. 

When a complaint embraces a question in which several carriers or 
lines of carriers, operated separately, are interested, then all such car- 
riers, persons and lines of carriers shall have reasonable notice of the 
pendency of such complaint and be allowed to appear in person or by 
attorney and defend against said complaint. 

The right to intervene, answer or plead in any proceeding before 
the commission, and to be heard upon any question involved in any 
investigation or controversy, is hereby given to any carrier not a party 
to the proceedings, upon such terms and conditions as the commission 
may deem equitable and just, or the commission may, in its discretion, 
deny such privilege to such carrier ; and such right to intervene can 
only be granted when the controversy involves a purely public ques- 
tion, and not when it relates or refers to a single carrier, or rates or 
accommodation between local points. 

CX)MPLAINTS. 

III. All complaints must be made in writing and subscribed by 
the party, parties, company, or corporation, or their agent, attorney, 
or lawful representative, and must state in plain and concise language 
the nature of the grievance and a demand or prayer for the relief de- 
sired. 

ANSWER. 

IV. The answer shall be in writing, stating and setting forth in 
plain and concise language the reason why the prayer of the complain- 
ant should not be allowed, and must be filed with the commission within 
ten days from the date of the service of the notice hereinafter pro- 
vided. For good cause shown, the commission may allow answer to 
be filed after the expiration of the time aforesaid, but the same shall 
not operate to delay the hearing upon the complaint. 

SERVICE. 

V. Upon proper complaint being filed with the commission, the 
secretary of the commission shall forthwith cause a copy or copies of 
the same to be made, and prepare a notice or notices signed by him- 
self, and serve the same upon the party or parties complained of, which 
notice shall be attached to the copy of the complaint, and served upon 
the party, parties, company, or corporation. 

Upon the filing of the answer the secretary will at once cause a 
copy thereof to be made, and mail the same to the petitioner or com- 
plainant. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

VI. Upon application by any petitioner or party, amendments may 
be allowed by the oommission in its discretion to any petition, answer 
or pleading in any proceeding befoire the commission. 

EXTENSION OF TIME. 

VII. Extension of time may be granted by the commission in its 
discretion in which to plead or file any paper in any proceeding or do 
any act necessary to be done, upon application of any party to the 
proceedings. 

STIPULATIONS. 

VIII. The parties to any proceeding before the commission may 
stipulate in writing and agree upon the facts, or any portion thereof, 
involved in the controversy, and such stipulation shall be considered 
and regarded as evidence at the hearing. 
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CHAPTER 391.— Session Laws of 1903. 

Approved March 13, 1903. In effect March 28. 1903. 

RELATING TO RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

An Act to amend Bections 1 and 2 and 4 of chapter 286 of the Session Laws of 

1901, and to repeal the sections amended. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. Seotion 1 of chapter 286 of the Session Laws of 1901 
is hereby amended so that it shall read as follows : Section 1. A State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners is hereby created, to consist of three 
competent persons, and said board shall be elected and shall have 
powers as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Section 2 of chapter 286 of the Session Laws of 1901 is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : Sec. 2. The said Board of 
Railroad Commissioners shall be elected at the general election of 
November, 1904, and each two years thereafter, in the same manner 
as other state officers are elected, and shall take office on the second 
Monday in January following their election ; provided, that when any 
vacancy shall hereafter occur in said board the Executive Council 
shall appoint some suitable person to fill such vacancy. 

Sec. 3. That section 4 of chapter 286 of the Session Laws of 1901 
be amended to read : Sec. 4. No person owning any bonds, stock or 
property in any railroad company, or who is in the employment or 
who is in any way or manner pecuniarily interested in railroads, shall 
be eligible to the office of railroad commissioner, secretary or stenog- 
rapher to said board. Said railroad commissioners, secretary and 
stenographer shall be qualified electors of the state. Said commis- 
sioners, secretary and stenographer shall be sworn to the due and 
faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices before 
entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said commis- 
soners shall enter into bonds, with security to be approved by the 
Executive Council, in the sum of $10,000, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

Sec. 4. Sections 1 and 2 and 4 of chapter 286 of the Session Laws 
of 1901 are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
publication in the official state paper.

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CHAPTER 286.— Session Laws of 1901.

RELATING TO KAILBOADS. 

An Act concerning railroads and other common carriers, and repealing sections 
1332, 1333, 1335, 1336, 1340, 1344, 1348, of the General Statutes of 1889, and all 
other acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

§ 5961. Commissioners. Section 1. The Executive Council shall, 
before the 1st day of April next, elect three competent persons, who 
shall constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, and who shall 
hold their office from the date of their respective elections for the 
terms of one, two and three years from the 1st day of April next. 
(Amended, ch. 391, Laws of 1903.) 

§5962. Of successors. Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall, in 
like manner, before the 1st day of April in each year thereafter, elect 
a commissioner to continue in office for the term of three years from 
said date ; and in case any vacancy occurs in said board, by resigna- 
tion or otherwise, shall in the same manner elect a commissioner to 
serve for the residue of the term. All votes cast by each member of 
the Executive Council for the election of any person to the office of 
railroad commissioner shall be recorded in a journal kept by them for 
that purpose, which journal shall be kept open at all times to public 
inspection. (Amended, ch. 391, Laws of 1903.) 

§ 5963. Sbcretart, etc. Sec. 3. The said board of commission- . 
ers shall have power to appoint a secretary and a stenographer, and j 
to remove either at pleasure. 

§ 5964. Qualifications. Sec. 4. No person owning any bonds, 
stock or property in any railroad company, or who is in the employ- 
ment or who is in any way or manner pecuniarily interested in any 
railroad, shall be eligible to the office of railroad commissioner, sec- 
retary, or stenographer to said board. Said railroad commissioners, 
secretary and stenographer shall be qualified electors of the state. 
No more than two of the commissioners shall belong to the same 
political party. Said commissioners, secretary and stenographer shall 
be sworn to the due and faithful performance of the duties of their 
respective offices before entering upon the discharge of the same. 
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Each of said oommissioners shall enter into bonds, with security to 
be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum of $10,000, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of his duties. (Amended, ch. 391, 
Laws of 1903.) 

§5965. Record and seal. Sec. 5. Said board of commission- 
ers shall keep an accurate record of all its official acts, and shdll also 
provide a seal, on which shall be the impression "Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal." A.11 process or certificates 
issued or given by the board shall be attested by said seal. Copies 
of the record of the board, certified by the secretary and attested with 
the seal of the board, shall be received in evidence with the like effect 
as copies of other public records. 

§5966., Salary. Sec. 6. Said commissioners shall keep their of- 
fice in the state-house, in the city of Topeka, and they or either of 
them may act officially in any part of the state. They shall each re- 
ceive a salary of $2500 per annum, and the secretary shall receive a 
salary of $1500 per annum, and the stenographer shall receive a salary 
of $1200 per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other state officers 
are paid ; and the said board shall be provided, at the expense of the 
state, with necessary office furniture and stationery. 

§5967. General duties. Seo. 7. Said commissioners shall have 
the general supervision of all railroads operated by steam within the 
state, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, and all other 
persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers 
in this state ; and shall inquire into any neglect or violations of the 
laws of this state by any person, company or corporation engaged in 
the business of transportation of persons or property therein, or by 
the officers, agents or employees thereof ; and shallalso from time to time 
carefully examine and inspect the condition of each railroad in the 
state, and of its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement with reference to the public safety and convenience. 

§5968. Pass. Sec. 8. Any member of said board, while acting 
in the performance of his official duties, together with such secretary, 
stenographer, accountant, expert or other agent whose services he 
deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the 
right of passing at all times over all railroads and on all railroad- 
trains or any part thereof in this state free of charge. 

§5969. Powers; witnesses. Sec. 9. The said commissioners 
shall have power, in the discharge of the duties of their office, to ex- 
amine any of the books^ papers or documents of any such company 
or corporation, or to examine, under oath or otherwise, any officer, di- 
rector, agent or employee thereof, or any other person. The commis- 
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sioners, or either of them, are empowered to issue subpoenas and 
administer oaths ; and any person who may wilfully obstruct said com- 
missioners, or either of them, in the performance of their duties, or 
who may refuse to give any information within their possession that 
may be required by said commissioners within the line of their duty, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on con- 
viction thereof, to a fine not less than $100 nor more than $1000, in 
the discretion of the court ; the cost of such subpoenas and investiga- 
tion to be paid by the state, on the certificate of said commissioners. 

§5970. NoTiCBs TO COMPANY. Sec. 10. Whenever in the judg- 
ment of the railroad commissioners it shall appear that any railroad 
corporation or other transportation company fails in any respect or 
particular to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of the 
state, or whenever in their judgment any repairs are necessary upon 
its road, or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any addition to or 
change of its stations or station-houses, or any change in its rates for 
transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road 
and conducting its business is reasonable and expedient in order to 
promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the public, 
said commissioners shall inform such corporation of the improvement 
and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by a notice thereof in 
writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the com- 
missioners' secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer or any 
director of said corporation; and if such orders are not complied 
with, the said commissioners, upon complaint, shall proceed to en- 
force the same in accordance with the provisions of this act as in 
other cases. Nothing in this section nor in section 7 shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company or other transportation cor- 
poration from their responsibility or liability for damage to person or 
property. 

§5971. Private cars. Sec. 11. Subject to such rules, regula- 
tions and restrictions as the Board of Railroad Commissioners may 
prescribe, any person, partnership or corporation engaged in business 
other than that of a common carrier may own or lease railroad- cars, 
and may load and bill the same to any railroad point, and all railroad 
companies and connecting lines to whom any such car is delivered 
shall receive and' transport the same with all reasonable dispatch to- 
wards its destination ; provided, that such cars shaU be constructed 
in conformity to the rules and regulations of the company to which 
such application is made, and for such compensation as may be fixed 
by the commissioners ; and having arrived at its destination it shall 
be unloaded, and shall be, unless otherwise ordered by the shipper, 
returned to its starting-point with like dispatch, and shall not be de-

yiated from its route, and shall be in all respects handled the same 
as a oar belonging to any railroad company ; provided, that it may be 
by said railroad company reasonably loaded upon its return trip, and 
the owner be allowed a reasonable sum tot its use ; and such owner 
shall be responsible for all necessary repairs. 

§ 5972. Spurs or switches. Sec. 12. Any person, upon written 
permission given by the board, may exercise, in the same manner and 
to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies, the right 
of condemning and appropriating land and laying out and construct- 
ing any spur, switch or railroad-track thereover, and connecting the 
same with any railroad already constructed ; and the right to use such 
spur, switch or track shall be public, at rates and on terms and con- 
ditions such as the board shall prescribe, if the parties interested can- 
not agree ; provided, that no such connection shall be made with the 
main track of any railroad between stations without the consent of 
such railroad company. 

§5973. Connections. Sec. 13. Whenever, in the judgment of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, it is necessary to the conven- 
ience or accommodation of the public that two or more roads that 
cross or run parallel with each other should connect at or near the 
point of crossing or places of business along such road, for the trans- 
fer of cars from one road to another, the board may require the con- 
struction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at 
the points where deemed necessary in the following manner : Said 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall serve upon the railroad com- 
panies whose roads it is deemed necessary to connect a certified copy 
copy of their findings and decision, in which shall be stated the char- 
acter of connections to be built, whose duty it shall then be to con- 
43truct such switch connections within such time as the board shall 
prescribe," and the expense of the same shall be borne equally by the 
companies whose roads so connect or run parallel. If one of said 
companies shall build the whole of said switch, it may recover one- 
half of the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to 
oonstruct one-half of the switch. The companies whose roads so con- 
nect may operate and maintain such switch jointly. Any railroad 
company failing or refusing to comply with the requirements of the 
said board in relation to such switch shall be subject to a penalty of 
$500, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the state. 

§ 5974. Application of railroad to cross. Sec. 14. Any rail- 
road company authorized to operate a railroad in this state desiring 
to cross or unite its track with any other railroad upon the grounds 
of such other railway corporation shall make application in writing to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, stating the place of crossing or 
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intersection ; whereupon the Board of Railroad Commissioners shall fix 
a day for the hearing of such application, and notify the railway cor- 
poration interested, at which time, unless further time be granted by 
the board, the corporations interested shall be heard in regard to the 
necessity, place, manner and time of such crossing or connection; 
and upon such hearing either party, or the board, may call and ex- 
amine witnesses in regard to the matter ; and the board shall, after 
such hearing and a personal examination of the locality where a cross- 
ing or connection is desired, determine whether there is a necessity 
for such crossing or not, and, if so, the place thereof, whether it shall 
be over or under the existing railroad, or at grade, and in other re- 
spects the manner of such crossing and the terms upon which the 
same shall be made and maintained ; provided, that no crossing shall 
be made through the yards or over the switches or side-tracks of any 
existing railroad if a crossing can be effected at any other place that 
is'practicable. If either party shall be dissatisfied with the terms and 
order made by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, it may appeal 
to the district court of the county wherein such crossing or connec- 
tion is sought to be made in the same manner as appeals are allowed 
from a judgment of a justice of the peace to the district court, and 
said [appeal and all subsequent proceedings shall only affect the 
amount of compensation, if any, and other terms of crossing fixed by 
said board, but shall not delay the making of said crossing or connec- 
tion -jjprovided, the corporation desiring such crossing or connection 
shall deposit with the county treasurer of the county where crossing or 
connection is sought to be made the amount of compensation, if any i& 
fixed by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, and shall execute and 
file with said board a bond of suflScient security, to be approved by 
any member of said board, to pay all damages and comply with all 
terms that may be adjudged by the district court. Any railroad com- 
pany which shall violate or evade any of the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit, for every such offense, to the person, company or corpo- 
ration injured thereby, three times the actual damages sustained by 
the party aggrieved. 

§ 5975. Automatic signals. Seo. 15. When in any case two or 
more railroads crossing each other at a common grade shall, by a sys- 
tem of interlocking or automatic signals, or by any works or fixtures 
to be erected by them, render it safe for engines and trains to pass 
over such crossings without stopping, and such interlocking or auto- 
matic signals or works or fixtures shall be approved by the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, then, in that case, it is hereby made lawful 
for the engines and trains of such railroad or railroads to pass over 
such crossing without stopping, any law or the provisions of any law 
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to the contrary notwithstanding; and when two or more railroads 
cross each other at a common grade, either of such roads may apply 
to the Board of Railroad Commissioners for the permission to intro- 
duce upon both of said railroads some system of interlocking or 
automatic signals or works or fixtures rendering it safe for engines 
and trains to pass over such crossings without stopping, and it shall 
be the duty of said Board of Railroad Commissioners, if the system 
of works and fixtures which it is proposed to erect by said company 
are in the opinion of the board sufficient and proper, to grant such 
permission. 

§ 5976. Construction of crossings. Sec. 16. Any railroad com- 
pany which has obtained permission to introduce a system of inter- 
locking or automatic signals ai its crossing at a common grade with 
any other railroad, as provided in the last section, may, after thirty 
days' notice in writing to such other railroad company, introduce and 
erect such interlocking or automatic signals or fixtures ; and if such 
railroad company, after such notification, refuses to join with the 
railroad company giving such notice in the construction of such works 
or fixtures, it shall be lawful for said first company to enter upon the 
right of way and tracks of such second company, in such manner as 
to not unnecessarily impede the operation of such road, and erect 
such works and fixtures, and may recover in any action at law from 
such second company one-half of the total cost of erecting and main- 
taining such interlocking or automatic signals or works or fixtures on 
both of said roads. 

§5977. Application for depots, switches, etc. Sec. 17. It 
shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, upon com- 
plaint and application by the mayor and council of any city, or the 
trustee of any township in this state, requesting an order of said 
board to require any railroad company in this state to construct any 
depots, side-tracks, switches or other facilities at any point on the 
line of such railroad, for the convenience and safety of the public in 
the transaction of business with such railroad and the interchange of 
business between connecting or parallel railroads at any station, town 
or city in this state, to investigate such complaint, after giving proper 
notice to the railroad companies interested ; and said commissioners, 
after such examination, shall make such orders as they shall deem 
necessary and proper in relation to the construction and maintenance 
of such depots, connections, switches or side-tracks as in the judg- 
ment of the said board shall be necessary. 

§5978. Examination of freight-tariff rate. Sec. 18. It shall 
be the duty of said railroad commissioners, upon the complaint and 
application of any consignor or consignee or of the mayor and council 
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of any city or the trustee of any township, to make an examination of 
the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, and of the 
condition or operation of any railroad any part of whose location lies 
within the limits of such city or township ; and if twenty-five or more 
legal voters in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, re- 
quest the mayor and council of such city or the trustee of such town- 
ship to make the said complaint and application, and the mayor and 
council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with the prayer of the 
petition, they shall state the reason for such non-compliance, in writ- 
ing, upon the petition, and return the same to the petitioners ; and 
the petitioners may thereupon, within ten days from the date of such 
refusal and return, present such petition to said commissioners ; and 
said commissioners shall, if upon inqviry and hearing of the petition- 
ers they think that the public good demands the examination, proceed 
to make it in the same manner as if called upon by the mayor and 
council of any city or the trustee of any township. Before proceed- 
ing to make such examination in accordance with such application or 
petition, said commissioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad 
company reasonable notice in writing of the time and place of enter- 
ing upon the same. If upon such examination it shall appear to said 
commissioners that the complaint alleged by the applicants or peti- 
tioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge ; and they shall then 
and there decide what is a reasonable charge for such freights and 
shall inform the corporation operating such railroad company of their 
adjudication within ten days, and shall certify to such complainants 
the result of such adjudication ; and such adjudication shall be ^Wma 
facie evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all actions for such 
service. And whenever the Board of Kailroad Commissioners shall 
decide what is a reasonable charge for any freights, based on the 
classification existing at the time of such decision, no railroad com- 
pany shall thereafter, without the consent of the commissioners, alter 
such classification so as in effect to increase such charge as to any 
class of goods, but such decision as to what is a reasonable charge 
shall be interpreted according to the classification existing when such 
decision was made. 

§5979. Complaints; findings. Sec. 19. In all cases where 
complaints shall be made in accordance with the provisions of section 
IS of this act that an unreasonable charge is made, or that the rates 
charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the 
board shall find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modi- 
fied charge for the service rendered such as they shall deem to be 
reasonable, and shall certify their findings to the managing officer of 
the road against which complaint is made ; and the rates so deter- 
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mined by the board to be reasonable shall be by the railroad company 
aflPected thereby accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in 
•each depot on the line of its road that may be designated by said 
board ; and if any railroad company shall fail for a period of ten days 
to accept such rates and post the same as herein provided in each 
depot on the line of its road that may be designated by said board, 
then said board shall cause the rates so determined by. the board to 
be reasonable to be published in the official state paper, and there- 
upon and after such publication such rates so found shall, in all 
actions arising in any court in the state, be taken to be reasonable 
compensation for the services for which they are provided, until the 
contrary is proven ; and all compensation demanded or received by 
any such railroad company in excess of the rates so determined by 
the board shall, in any such action, be taken to be unjust, unreason- 
able, and extortionate, until the contrary is proven. All cases of a 
failure to comply with the recommendation of the board of commis- 
sioners shall be embodied in the annual report of the board of com- 
missioners to the governor, and the same shall apply to any unjust 
discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said company, or any other 
violation of this act by such company. 

§ 5980. Passenger rates. Sec. 20. No railroad company shall 
charge or receive a rate in excess of three cents per mile for the trans- 
portation of any passenger who is over twelve years of age upon any 
railroad in this state, nor in excess of half that sum per mile for the 
transportation of any passenger between the ages of six and twelve 
years. Each passenger over twelve years of age paying fare shall be 
entitled to have transported, without any additional charge, bag- 
gage not exceeding 150 pounds in weight; and each passenger of 
twelve years of age or under paying fare shall be entitled to have 
transported, without additional charge, baggage not exceeding sev- 
enty-five pounds in weight. In every case where any passenger on 
any railroad in this state shall fail to present to the conductor or col- 
lector upon the train a ticket for his or her journey, it shall be lawful 
for said railroad company to charge and collect from said passenger, 
in excess of the regular schedule of fare, the sum of ten cents ; pro- 
vided, however, in such case the conductor or collector shall there- 
upon issue to the passenger paying the excess of fare a receipt or 
check for such excess, which amount shall be refunded to such pas- 
senger on presentation of such receipt or check to any regular ticket 
agent of said railway company. 

§5981. Unreasonable charges. Sec. 21. No railroad company 
shall charge, demand or receive from any person, company or corpo- 
ration an unreasonable price for the transportation of persons and 
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property, or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its 
cars, or for any privilege of its service afforded by it in the transac- 
tion of its business as a railroad company ; and upon complaint in 
writing made to the Board of Railroad Commissioners that an un- 
reasonable price has heen charged, such board shall investigate said 
complaint, and, if sustained, shall make a certificate under their seal 
setting forth what is a reasonable charge for the service rendered, 
which shall be prima facie evidence of the matter therein stated. 

§5982. Furnish shipper with oars. Sec. 22. It shall be the 
duty of any raikoad company, when within its power to do so, and 
upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons, 
without discrimination, who may apply therefor in good faith for the 
transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and 
transport such freight with all reasonaUe dispatch, and to provide 
and keep suitable facilities for the receiving and handling of the same 
at any depot on the line of its road, and also to receive and transport 
in like manner the empty or loaded cars furnished .by any connecting 
road, to be delivered at any station or stations on the line of its road, 
to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to the road so 
connecting ; and for compensation it shall not demand or receive any 
greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad 
for a similar service ; and for a failure on the part of any railroad 
company to furnish cars to any shipper who may in good faith apply 
therefor, in accordance with the requirements of this section, it shall 
forfeit to the person damaged thereby the sum of two dollars for each 
and every day such failure shall continue after the lapse of a reason- 
able time for the compliance with such application, in addition to the 
actual damages by him sustained, to be recovered by action in the 
district court ; provided, that no such action shall be brought until 
such claim has been submitted to the board of commissioners, and 
until they have determined and certified that in their opinion the 
claim is well founded, but such certificate shall not be considered 
evidence as to the merits of the claim : and provided further, that the 
refusal of the shipper to deposit twenty- five per cent, of the freight in 
advance shall be deemed conclusive evidence in such an action that 
such application was not made in good faith. 

§5983. Failure to comply. Sec. 23. If complaint shall be made 
by any railroad company in this state against any other railroad com- 
pany in this state on account of failure, neglect or refusal to comply 
with the provisions of the preceding section, the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners shall, upon notice to said railroad company, investi- 
gate such complaint, and thereupon make such order as in the opinion 
of said board shall be just and reasonable for the public interests, and 
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may fix in such order a reasonable switching charge for any service 
required by such order, which switching charge shall be paid by the 
railroad company receiving the service, and shall not be added to the 
rate paid by any consignor or consignee interested in such shipment. 

§5984. Increased rate. Sec. 24. Neither said Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners nor any railroad company shall raise the charge 
for the transportation of freight on any railroad without first giving 
sixty days' public notice of such change, in such manner as the com- 
missioners may determine. 

§5985. Rates uniform. Sec. 25. No railroad company shall 
charge, demand or receive from any person, company, or corporation, 
for the transportation of any property, or for any other service, a 
greater or less sum than it shall at the same time charge, demand or 
receive from any other person, company or corporation for a like 
service from the same place, or upon like conditions and under 
similar circumstances; and all concession of rates, drawbacks and 
contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all persons, 
companies and corporations alike ; nor shall it charge more for trans- 
porting freight from any point on its line than a fair and just propor- 
tion of the price it charges for the same kind of freight transported 
from any other point; nor shall it be lawful to charge a greater 
freight rate to haul any class of goods for a shorter distance than for 
a longer one in the same general direction under like conditions, and 
over the same system of road in Kansas, except by the consent of the 
commissioners. 

§ 5986. Division of earnings. Sec. 26. It shall be unlawful for 
any railroad company to make any cpntract or. enter into any stipula- 
lation with any other railroad company running in the same general 
direction by which either company shall, directly or indirectly, agree 
to divide, in any manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the 
whole or any part of the freight transported over such road ; and any 
violation of this provision shall render the railroad company violat- 
ing the same liable to a penalty of $5000 for each month for which 
such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of the common- 
school fund, in the name of the state. 

§5987. Common- LAW liability. Sec. 27. No railroad company 
shall be permitted, except as otherwise provided by regulation or 
order of the board, to change or limit its common-law liability as a 
common carrier. All railroad companies shall, on demand, issue du- 
plicate freight receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class 
or classes of freight shipped, the freight charges over the road giving 
the receipt, and, so far as practicable, shall state the freight charges 
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over the other roads that carry such freight. When the consignee 
presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers 
such freight, such agent shall deliver the articles shipped, on pay- 
ment of the rate charged for the class of freights mentioned in the 
receipt. 

§ 5988. Commissioners' annual report. Sec. 28. Said commis- 
sioners shall, on or before the first Monday in December in each 
year, make a report to the governor of their doings for the preceding^ 
year, containing such facts, statements and explanations as will dis- 
close the working of the system of railroad transportation in this 
state, and its relations to the general business and prosperity of the 
citizens of the state, and such suggestions and recommendations in 
respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also con- 
tain, as to every railway corporation doing business in this state — 

FiraU The amount of its capital stock. 

Second^ The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the condi> 
tion of its preferment. 

Third, The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth^ The amount of its floating debt. 

Fifth, The cost and actual present cash value of its road and 
equipment, including permanent way, buildings, and rolling-stock, all 
real estate used exclusively in operating the road, and all fixtures and 
conveniences for transacting its business. 

Sixth, The estimated value of all other property owned by such 
corporation, with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted 
in aid of its construction. 

Seventh, A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective 
places qf residence. 

Eighth, Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year 
as may in the judgment of the commissioners be necessary and proper 
for the information of the legislature, or as may be required by the 
governor. 

Ninth, The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over 
each road in the state with an engine of given power. 

Such report shall exhibit and refer to the condition of such corpora- 
tion on the 1st day of July of each year, and the detaib of its business 
transacted during the year ending June 30. 

§5989. Railroads' annual report. Sec. 29. To enable said 
commissioners to make such report, the president or managing officer 
of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this state 
shall annually make to the said commissioners, on the 15th day of 
September of each year, such returns, in the form which they may 
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prescribe, as will afford the information required for their said official 
report. Such returns shall be verified by the oath of the officer mak- 
ing them ; and any corporation herein named whose returns shall not 
be made as herein prescribed by the 15th day of September shall be 
liable to a penalty of $100 for each and every day after the 16th day 
of September that such returns shall be wilfully delayed or refused. 

§ 5990. False testimony. SE(f. 30. Any person who shall wilfully 
and corruptly swear, testify or affirm falsely to any material matter, 
upon any oath or affirmation or declaration legally administered in 
any cause, matter or proceeding before said board or any member 
thereof, or in any return, answer or report required by this act to be 
made, shall be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury, and shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the Penitentiary at hard labor for a 
term not exceeding seven years. 

§5991. Connecting' lines. Sec. 31. The Board of Railroad 
Commissioners shall enforce its orders for the erection and mainte- 
nance of depots, the construction of connections, side-tracks, and 
switches, and charges for switching between connecting or parallel 
lines of railroad, as hereinbefore provided for, as provided in the next 
section. 

§5992. Failure to comply with order. Sec. 32. For every 
neglect or refusal of any railroad company, corporation, receiver or 
person operating any railroad in this state to comply with any order 
of the Board of Kailroad Commissioners of this state made in pur- 
suance of the foregoing provisions, the person or corporation so 
neglecting or refusing shall forfeit to the state of Kansas, for the 
benefit of the school fund, the sum of $100 for each and every day 
that any such order is neglected or disobeyed after the expiration of 
thirty days from the date of service of notice on the president, 
managing officer, superintendent, any member of the board of direct- 
ors or any station agent or person in charge of any office or station 
of such company by the Board of Kailroad Commissioners of the 
making of such order, to be recovered by civil action in the name of 
of the state, which action shall be prosecuted by the attorney-general 
in any county having jurisdiction ; provided, that upon good cause 
shown the Board of Kailroad Commissioners may extend the time 
within which such order shall be complied with to such an extent as, 
in the opinion of the board, under the circumstances of the particu- 
lar case, may be necessary or desirable. 

§5993. Violating law. Sec. 33. Any railroad company which 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act shall forfeit, for every 
such offense, to the person, company or corporation aggrieved thereby, 
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and expenses on the part of the plaintiff shall be paid out of the 
general fund of the state, upon approval by the governor, attorney- 
general, and auditor of state. The remedies provided by this section 
shall not be deemed to exclude or limit any other remedies provided 
in this act or existing in virtue of any other statutes or common law, 
but shall be additional thereto. 

§ 5999. Notice op orders, decisions, or intent to investigate. 
Sec. 39. Said Board of Bailroad Commissioners shall not make any 
regulation, order, finding or decision against any railroad company or 
enter into any investigation affecting any railroad company without 
giving such railroad company reasonable notice thereof and an oppor- 
tunity to appear and be heard in respect to the same; and if any 
railroad company shall be dissatisfied with any regulation, order, 
finding or decision adopted by said Board of Kailroad Commissioners, 
such dissatisfied railroad company shall have the right, within thirty 
days after the making or entering thereof, to bring an action agaiast 
said Board of Kailroad Commissioners as defendants in any court of 
competent jurisdiction to have such regulation, order, finding or deci- 
sion vacatted, and shall set forth in the petition the particular regula- 
tion, order, finding or decision complained of and the particular cause 
or causes of objection to any or all of them, and a summons shall be 
served upon the secretary of said board as in other cases. Issues 
shall be formed and the controversy tried and determined as in other 
civil cases of an equitable nature ; and said court may set aside, va- 
cate or annul one or more or any part of any of the regulations, orders, 
findings or decisions adopted by the said board which shall be found 
to be unreasonable, unjust, oppressive or unlawful without disturbing 
others. Either party to said cause, if dissatisfied with the judgment 
or decree of said court, may institute proceedings in error in the su- 
preme court as in other civil cases, and said court shall examine the 
record, including the evidence, and render such judgment as shall be 
just and proper in the premises. In all litigation under this section, 
the said board shall be entitled to the services of the attorney-general 
in their behalf, and the costs incurred by them shall be paid by the 
state. All actions brought under this section shall be advanced upon 
application of either party thereto, and in the hearing thereof shall 
have precedence over all other causes except criminal cases, to the 
end that the same may be speedily heard and finally determined. 
The institution of any such action by any railroad company shall in 
no manner interfere with or prejudice the rights of said board or any 
other parties in interest from availing themselves of the remedies 
provided in section 38 [5998] of this act; but whenever action shall 
be brought by any railroad company under the provisions of this 
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seciion within the said period of thirty days, no penalties or forfeitures 
shall attach or accrue on account of the failure of the plaintiff to com- 
ply with the regulation, order, finding or decision sought to be vacated 
or modified in such action until the validity of such regulation, order, 
finding or decision shall have been finally determined in such action, 
or shall have been finally determined by the supreme court of Kansas 
in any proceeding to which said railroad company is a party. When- 
ever a proceeding brought in the supreme court under section 38 of 
this act by the attorney-general upon the direction of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners against any railroad company to compel the 
compliance with any order of said Board of Railroad Oommissionera 
shall be pending at the same time with an action brought in any dis- 
trict court of the state by such railroad company to vacate such order, 
the supreme court, upon such fact being made to appear, may stay all 
proceedings in said district court in said cause, so far as relates to the 
subject-matter involved in such proceeding in the supreme court, un- 
til the final determination thereof by the supreme court ; and if said 
proceedings in the supreme court result in a final decision upon the 
merits, determining the question of the validity of such order, said 
district court, upon such fact being made to appear, shall render 
judgment in accordance with such decision of the supreme court. 

§6000. Repeal. Sec. 40. Sections 1332, 1333, 1335, 1336, 1340, 
1344 and 1348 of the General Statutes of 1889, and all other acts and 
parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act, are hereby re- 
pealed.
